Women political candidates Massa- 
chusetts may soon learn that the art 
politicking more important than their 
actual politics, least political race. 
effort educate women about the 
winning way run for office, the 
Massachusetts Women’s Political Caucus 
(MWPC) will sponsor two one-day 
workshops entitled “ABCs for the 
Woman Candidate: The Building Blocks 
for Winning Campaign.” The work- 
shops, which will held Boston 
October and Taunton October 
are for “candidates who already have the 
basics,” says Carolyn Boyle, 
publicity director. should already 
know all about slogans, buttons, and 
bumper stickers.” What many women 
running for office don’t know, says 
Boyle, how get the advantages the 
“old-boy network that used such 
great advantage male candidates.” 
Boyle says many women have hard 
time raising money for their campaigns 
because the back-scratching camaraderie 
that mainstay the old-boy network 


The workshops will focus the 
experiences former candidates who 
have discussed the strengths and_prob- 
lems their campaigns with MWPC 
researchers. “What finding far,” 
says Carlotta Tyler, the MWPC Advisory 
Board member who organized the work- 
shop, “is that women candidates are 
strongly issue-oriented. They are ex- 
tremely well-prepared for public ap- 
pearances, sometimes the point 
being over-prepared. finding 
deep commitment serving the people. 
Unfortunately, those qualities have not 
been adapted the political environ- 
ment.” 

The political savvy many women 
candidates lack learned, observes 
Tyler, “at arenas 
traversed women, such golf courses 
and men’s clubs.”

And such syndicated, 
first-run offerings the never-ending 
Lawrence Welk Show and The Joker 
Wild will also find their way the new, 
free version Channel 68. 

bring that stuff into our homes 
more clearly, the station planning 
tricky helicopter lift entirely new 
transmitting tower onto the top the 
Prudential building some yet 
unspecified but (with luck) not-very- 
windy day late August.

Our current preoccupation with mak- 
ing money, and with reading about 
others who rake in, follows era 
preoccupation with social good (1960s 
mid-’70s), which, turn, followed era 
preoccupation with making money 
(1940s to, say, 1959). suppose, 
therefore, that manage live long 
enough, shall see two more eras 
preoccupation with social good and 
least one more era preoccupation with 
making money.

Detroit never recovered from those 
riots, part because the depression 
the auto industry meant the city didn’t 
have the money to. The hard-nosed 
businessmen who ran America’s auto 
industry were perhaps not quite tough 
the proboscis their Japanese and 
German counterparts. Yet the 
interest businessmen what they 
can save the Detroits America. 

Whether businessmen have the ability 
arrange such salvation open 
question. Those who have run into 
problems their own industries still 
manage get away with telling munici- 
palities and states how run the public’s 
business. somewhat that 
businessmen who seek public subsidies 
and deeply into private debt counsel 
the public sector and those who depend 
nessman’s foibles have never been sub- 
ject the same scrutiny have those 
your average city councilor. 

For Henry Ford the way bring 
Detroit back from the grave was insert 
its midst $357 million worth offices,

retail space, and hotel rooms five 
skyscrapers known collectively Ren- 
aissance Center. The name promised 
more than could deliver. “As 
financial investment, fiasco,” the 
New York Times reported recently, “so 
much that Ford now reluctantly 
admits that its huge investment the 
project practically worthless.” The 
hard-nosed business guys may have 
given Detroit more office and retail space 
than the city needed. 

Meanwhile, the General Motors Cor- 
poration spending $40 million 
renovate low-income neighborhood 
into what the company hopes will 
gentrified area single-family homes 
and condos. Such effort, course, 
inevitably sparks uncomfortable de- 
bate among good-government types: 
attract the much-needed middle class, 
how much encroach the poor? 
But what makes GM’s motives suspect 
its previous Detroit gambit, which, like 
Boston’s destruction the West End, 
was textbook case how not 
urban renewal. 

Cities deep trouble are ready prey 
for corporations that want lots con- 
cessions return for promise 
expand, sometimes even stay, 
said cities. told officials that 
would build modern auto-assembly 
plant that would employ 6000 workers 
city with desperate need for jobs. But 
would this only Detroit would 
agree secure the land, prepare the site, 
and deliver hefty tax abatement. 

Two Boston-based economists, Barry 
Bluestone and Bennett Harrison, de- 
scribed that controversy their 
book The Deindustrialization America 
(Basic Books Inc., New York, 1982). “In 
this highly unequal poker game,” they 
wrote, “the city had poor hand, and 
held all the aces. Everyone from the 
mayor the most progressive members 
the city council knew it, and therefore 
the city met the company’s demands 
almost totally. Over 400 acres were 
cleared, 3200 people were forced from 
their homes what had been one 
Detroit’s most socially integrated com- 
munities, churches were torn down, and 
160 community businesses closed. 
The city used its power eminent 
domain clear out the families and 
small-time entrepreneurs; agreed 
relocate on-off ramps for two the city’s 
expressways, and finally gave 12- 


year tax abatement that may cost the city 


much $240 million foregone 
revenues.” 

The Poletown neighborhood had been 
one the oldest the city. One would 
think that just important keep 
bring the gentry. One would think that 
after number West End-like ex- 
periences this nation, had learned 
not wipe out stable neighborhoods. 
But our concern over the trauma that 
have caused white neighborhoods ap- 
parently shallow our concern for 
those the ghettos. Poletown gone. 
The plant there, but has yet open, 
and Detroit officials must praying that 
does not turn into the sort white 
elephant that Renaissance Center seems 
destined become. 

too simplistic draw lot hard- 
and-fast conclusions from sad 
stories. Too many businessmen will infer 
that business has business getting 
involved with rebuilding the neigh- 
borhoods America. This incorrect 
conclusion. What must noted 
noted, hell, what must engraved 
stone that our business leaders are 
prone screw-ups and selfishness 
are the rest us. 

Tempting may. be, cannot 
allow ourselves turn over all our many 
destinies business leaders, whatever 
the condition their noses. Instead, 
ought start debunking the mythology 
that businessmen are greater than mere 
mortals, and perhaps the press can begin 
this process small way excising 
from its business pages and editorials, for 
now and evermore, the terms “hard- 
nosed” and “no-nonsense” and dare 
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welcome responses from readers.

But there 
anything learned during what 
that good fences mostly make good 
paradoxes. The fence does not divide the 
bad guys from the good guys; there are 
many rights and more wrongs. 

How well this understood and 
what done with that understanding 
will large part determine whether the 
Women’s Encampment for Future 
Peace and Justice becomes one recent 
history’s more successful social and 
political experiments, one its most 
embarrassing failures. 

During the July weekend, the 
encampment officially opened 
estimated 600 women marched the 
depot. Since then, approximately 
women have remained encampment 
land, some leaving and others arriving 
daily. Their numbers are expected 
swell tremendously around August and 
October 22, when major demonstrations 
are planned. Their goals are deceptively 
simple: stop the deployment Cruise 
and Pershing missiles Europe 
deployment planned for later this year), 
and convert the depot into 
nonmilitary facility. How these things 
will accomplished less clear: there 
master plan for action, and decision- 
making done consensus basis, 
meaning there recognized 
leadership here. “It can difficult, 
especially new and looking for 
someone tell you what do,” admits 
Susan Graetz, psychotherapist from 
Ithaca, New York, who spending most 
the summer the encampment. But 
she says she finds exciting that 
“anything can happen. They’ve prepared 
the field; now have see what will 
grow.” 

The townspeople Romulus and, 
though they aren’t saying, quite probably 
the military officials here are afraid 
what might grow violence, disorder, 
chaos. But the women are looking 
different model. Two summers ago, 
women calling themselves Women for 
Life Earth marched with their 
children 120 miles from Cardiff, Wales, 
the Air Force base Greenham 
Common, England. Denied debate 
with the Ministry Defense the 
planned siting Cruise missiles there, 
they spontaneously set camp 
public land outside the base. Despite 
continual police harassment, the 
encampment persists. Last December 12, 
30,000 women joined hands 
Greenham Common, encircling the base. 
the wake Greenham Common, 
least half-dozen other peace camps 
have sprung Europe. 

June 11, 1982, one day before the 
antinuclear demonstration Central 
Park, Conference Global Feminism 
and Disarmament was held New York 
City. Wanting show solidarity with the 
European movement, the participants 
began discussing the possibility 
American peace camp. Among the 
people there were several members 
the Finger Lakes Peace Alliance, 
including Suzanne Sowinski, who now 
works for MIT. Sowinski and the others 
told their vigils outside the Seneca 
Army Depot, vigils held protest the 
presumed presence nuclear weapons 
the property. 

Officially, Defense Department 
officials will neither confirm nor deny 
the presence nuclear weapons the 
depot. But 1981, after exhaustive 
study Defense Department 
documents, reporter Mark Hare was able 

confirm that the depot was being used 
for nuclear-weapons storage. According 
Hare (who works for the Rochester, 


New York, City Newpaper), Seneca 
one two Army depots that store and 
maintain tactical nuclear weapons, 
including the neutron bomb, for 
deployment overseas. The other depot, 
the Sierra Army Depot Turloc, 
California, distributes nuclear weapons 
Army forces the Pacific. Seneca 
distributes nuclear weapons forces 
Europe. (Despite the women’s 
insistence, there evidence that 
Pershing will deployed from here; 
the Cruise not even Army weapon 
and thus would not stored Seneca.) 

After last year’s conference, the notion 
founding encampment the 
Seneca Depot was pursued. not-for- 
profit organization called Seneca 
Encampment was formed, and the group 
began looking for land. What 
eventually acquired was worn-out old 
farmhouse 50-odd acres land, 
mile and half from the main gates the 
depot and just over the Romulus town 
line, Varick. The cash price was 
$37,500 money that came from “all 
over the country,” according fund- 
raiser Kristen Eberlein, “and the largest 
donation was $1000.” She estimates that 
percent the funds came from 
individual donors, with the remainder 
coming from peace groups. additional 
$8000 foundation grants will 
underwrite events and workshops. 

“We project $80,000 bare-bones 
operating budget for the summer, 
Eberlein says. That includes two staff 
people New York City and three staff 
positions being job-shared six women 
the camp. Offices Boston and 
Philadelphia are being supported 
local donations. 

Some people Romulus think 
got better idea where the money’s 
coming from: the communists. “Gee, 
wish they were funding 
paid for,” one organizer quips. “Can 
anybody come here,” she adds, her 
sweeping gesture taking the rutted 
driveway, the farmhouse with indoor 
plumbing, the port-a-johns, “and think 
anything but funded 
donations?” But that isn’t enough for 
suspicious townfolk. And fuel this fire 
was added what has already gone 
down the Great American Flag 
Incident. 

Shortly before the encampment 
officially opened, Emerson Moran got 
what said was “simple” idea. 
community was somewhat upset,” the 
retired meatpacker says. went over 
and suggested the girls they would 
fly the flag they would convey the 
crazy communist women, but bunch 
Americans trying get something 
done.” 

Moran admits now was 
the women, offering buy them flag 
they would fly it, promising the 
media they think was 
trying make them commit 
themselves.” 

His offer was taken before the group, 
where met with that strange beast 
known consensus decision-making. 
this process, Eberlein explains, 
important that “every woman able 
tolerate the decision that’s Some 
women wanted fly the flag.

Such fine points were lost the local 
residents.

The last has not been heard the Flag 
Incident later meeting, the group 
agreed that individual women could fly 
the flag, and there are indications that 
there will yet another push for the 
elusive consensus. 

One thing the organizers were clear 
about from the start was that the 
encampment would for women only. 
Men would allowed only the 
reception area, and boys older than 
permitted camp with their 
mothers. 

Rather than being “exclusive men,” 
the encampment “inclusive 
women,” says Kristen Eberlein. don’t 
really feel that excluding men that 
much. very much encouraging 
men involved support work: 
fund-raising, taking care children.” 
extent, that seems happening 
several men have even volunteered 
work woman’s job while she attends 
camp for week. 

The decision exclude men part 
historical: after first experimenting with 
mixed-sexes camp, the women 
Greenham Common decided that 
women-only community worked better. 
And the Finger Lakes region New 
York rich women’s history. 1590, 
the women the Iroquois Nation met 
near here demand end war 
among the tribes. 1848, the first 
American convention 
was held, neighboring Seneca Falls. 
But there are many other reasons for 
women-only encampment, says one 
organizer, “as there are women here.” 

“Women have not often had the 
opportunity the forefront the 
organizing,” says Nancy Facher, staffer 
with the Boston office. When men are 
deliberately excluded from community, 
women must fill all the roles. There’s 
hesitancy hanging back. Women are 
framing shelters, splitting rock, 
meetings, tending babies, and cooking 
meals. Even women used pitting 
their skills against men, this can come 
something novelty. 

“There are women auto mechanics 
here,” Shay McCann marveling over 
and over. McCann, who 
telemarketing business Venice, 
California, was preparing pull out 
the camp rousing chorus 
“California, Here Come” for the long 
trip home when the starter her van 
broke. short order two women have 
pulled out, obtained new one, and 
dropped that in. 

The nature the community will let 
flourish traditionally considered 
the problem-solving, 
Facher says. “Women have always been 
supporters, nurturers, less competitive, 
more empathetic.” But though gender 
can make bonds similarity, can 
only much diminish differences. 

“There [are] women from all walks 
life,” says Suzanne Sowinski. 
housewives, radical lesbian feminists, 
black women, white women.” There 
have been few preblems, she says, with 
“city women” who think they possess 
certain awareness and sophistication that 
“country women” lack. But then, she 
says, “the women from the city don’t 
know what chestnut tree is, and the 
women from the country say, ‘Go out 
the chestnut tree and get some 
How does 50-year-old Quaker activist 
from East Orange, New Jersey, feel 
when, she tries explain the nuclear 
peril reporter, two young women 
strip off their shirts and announce 
going skinny-dipping? How does 
graying former Girl Scout leader feel 
when, after she has lugged pots tofu 
and broccoli off campfire, young 
woman overalls and braids who 
setting dinner treats her desire have 
the hot food served before the cold 
somewhat senile demand 
humored? How does weary conference 
organizer feel, after patiently explaining 


older women (who, their knickers and 
blazers, and with shoulder bags slung 
across their chests, look for all the world 
like the Stamford, Connecticut, chapter 
the Audubon Society), when one 
them responds, “Dear, there was 
wonderful invention 2000 years ago 
it’s called 

There are endless debates over 
terminology: shall have “weavers” 
“leaders” There are 
women who want structure: “We 
should what feel like doing.” 
There are others who want work charts, 
assignments. There are philosophical 
discussions everything from child 


care civil disobedience. quest 
consensus, there’s seemingly endless 
string meetings. 

also constant, unspoken, 
pressure for the group recognize 
leaders some kind bringing all the 
tension that pressure and that process 
entail. For one thing, the visiting veterans 
Greenham Common have obvious 
special status. (Many women would like 
nothing more than look these 
heroines. But with their punk hairdos, 
their BABY DYKE buttons, and their 
baiting the media, the English women 
more and more provoke wish that they 
would abdicate.) For another thing, 
media representatives and other 
outsiders are continually looking for 
someone who can speak behalf the 
group, either large questions 
matters plain old information. This 
gives instant (if only temporary) 
prominence anyone willing 
talk without calling meetir first. And 
finally, the group itself, like most groups, 
avoid looking individuals lead 
its search for communal identity. Under 
the never-ending talk about the 
mundane details what must done 
another discussion: how can and 

remain true who want be? 

Much the talk seems like 
hairsplitting. But this past week, events 
began put the community’s ability 
communicate larger test. one 
episode, two women, Lucinda Talbot and 
Sharon Chapman, left the camp and 
went straight the media. Women the 
camp, they claimed, were practicing 
witchcraft, engaging ritualistic 
chanting and stomping the American 
flag. (Although some women the camp 
are practitioners Wicca, women’s 
church the old magic,” there’s 
supporting evidence for the women’s 
specific charges.) Women the camp 
were unsure how react. Some 
panicked, wondering they were 
den witches. Others are sure the two 
women were plants, possibly from the 
CIA. any case, there was “leader” 
turn for information. 

One the goals encampment, 
according the handbook put out 
conference organizers, provide 
place where lesbians can feel safe and 
unself-conscious about their sexual 
choices, place where lesbianism 
appreciated one the many life 
choices that women make.” Last week, 
there were several reports lesbian 
couples being ejected from local shops 
“for excessive displays affection.” 
Opinion the town and the 
encampment Are the 
women acting appropriate way, 
are they baiting the townspeople? And 
what about the lesbian couple who made 
love car parked the edge the 
encampment, fully visible from the road? 
Before things much further, the 
community will have decide just 
where the rights individuals begin 
compromise the rights the group. 

But despite all the differences, sense 
community being forged. There 
atmosphere acceptance, 
extending that sense, bridging the gap 
the outside community, will take bit 
more than good will and good intentions. 

Seneca County has approximately 
34,000 residents, bit fewer than 200 
whom live Romulus proper. Wedged 
between two the glacial Finger Lakes, 
Cayuga and Seneca, this some the 
prettiest countryside the state. Like 
many the small towns this part 
New York, Romulus got its start part 
land-grant program for 
Revolutionary War veterans (officials 
overseeing the program, all well-versed 
the classics, showed particular 
Greek- and Roman-warrior bias when 
selecting town names). Today, the 
standard living not high the 
houses are old, and some still lack indoor 
plumbing. Some the local residents are 
employed the depot; others farm, 
work one several small 
manufacturing plants the area.

une 15, 1983, was good day 

for eagles. Early that morn- 

ing, wildlife agents swept 

through eight states and ar- 
rested people for killing and 
selling bald eagles. The sweep 
came after special agents the 
Fish and Wildlife Service had 
spent two years infiltrating what 
has come known the 
“feather trade” the black 
market Native American 
artifacts made not only from the 
feathers, but from the beaks, 
talons, and bones eagles and 
other, less endangered, migratory 
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Beyond the symbols

birds. 

The feather trade only tiny 
part vast illegal international 
trade wild things. animal 
can crawl, swim, fly, walk, 
someone somewhere wants 
own piece it, and dealers 
many countries have been 
getting rich for some time 
catering this demand. In- 
vestigators, who still know very 
little about the trade, guess that 
the profit margin for these deal- 
ers ranges from 300 400 
percent, and that the illegal 
wildlife business the United 


States totals about $100 million 
year. But they also admit that 
estimates. 

While undercover, agents 
working the feather trade the 
last two years bought two dozen 
eagle carcasses and pieces 
several more. They bought head- 
dresses, rattles, jewelry, lances, 
hair ties, wing fans, and whistles, 
all made from protected birds. 
They found that bonnet 
made eagle feathers can sell for 
more than $5000, that fresh 
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Eagles 
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eagle carcass can bring $1000, 
and that single eagle feather can 
worth $35. “It shocking,” 
said Secretary the Interior 
James Watt the day the 
bust. “Apparently some people 
still gotten the message 
that are serious about ending 
this business.” His picture ap- 
peared the front page the 
New York Times. table 
front him was neat row 
slaughtered eagles, and his 
face was expression mixing 
concern and revulsion, the ex- 
pression someone who sees 
before him the aftermath 
heinous crime. 

June 15, 1983, was not good 
day for Yankton Sioux Indians. 
Most the eagles sold the 
undercover agents had been 
killed South Dakota, near 
the Karl Mundt National 
Wildlife Refuge, favorite win- 
tering area for bald eagles that 
breed Canada (where, inciden- 
tally, they are abundant enough 
not endangered). The 
Yankton Sioux live near the 
Mundt refuge, and June 15, 
substantial number those ar- 
rested exactly how many not 
clear were members that 
tribe. “Here were going after 
the source,” says Vance Hughes, 
chief the Justice 
Wildlife Section, “which turned 
out largely Indians.” 

Going after eagle-killers 
laudable work, and though most 
environmentalists are reluctant 
praise James Watt publicly, they 
dutifully applauded the success 
the Fish and Wildlife 
enforcement agents. sure, 
some groups criticized well 
praised; Defenders Wildlife, 
for example, issued press re- 
lease that lamented the cut 
nearly million the wildlife- 
protection enforcement budget 
that the Reagan administration 
proposing for 1984, cut that 
would make undercover opera- 
tions like the eagle sweep more 
difficult finance the future. 
But one was listening, really, 
and both the praise and the 
criticism were lukewarm. Every- 
one seemed merely going 
through the motions. After all, 
groups like the World Wildlife 
Fund, which the 
wildlife trade around the world, 
had been complaining recent 
years that major Department 
Interior investigations into illegal 
trade have tapered off drastically, 
and now least were 
being made, even they were 
relatively minor part the 
trade. Something finally was be- 
ing done administration 
that had become notorious for 
doing nothing about protecting 
endangered wildlife. 

The response Native 
Americans the eagle indict- 
ments has been more com- 
plicated. The eagle sacred 
Indian culture. Eagle feathers 
particular have always been 
important element number 
Indian religious ceremonies, 
though the bald eagle 
endangered species, Native 
Americans alone have retained 
the right own its feathers. They 
cannot, however, kill eagle, 
nor can they buy sell any part 
one. Indian needing eagle 
feathers must get them from 
“feather repository” maintained 
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the Department Interior 
Pocatello, Idaho; the repository 
stocks birds killed result 
accidents natural causes. These 
days, eagle feathers are doled out 
Indians the white man. 

The Fish and Wildlife Service 
press release about the arrests 
carefully notes that lead- 
ers have supported prosecution 
spoken out against the exploi- 
tation their heritage and re- 
ligion.” fact, some Yankton 
Sioux leaders have spoken out 
against the arrests for much the 
same reason. They believe that 
this problem they could have 
taken care themselves, with 
little financial aid from the In- 
terior Department. applied 
for contract for conservation 
William Wedell, Sioux 
tribal council member, said after 
the arrests. could have hired 
the officers, and they would have 
stopped the killing right away, 
not after 200 more birds died. 
Apparently, the Department 
Interior and Mr. Watt are more 
interested making publicity 
splash.” 

doubtful that few local 
game wardens would have been 
able stop what the Fish and 
Wildlife Service estimates the 
killing more than 200 eagles 
small number over the last 
three years. may take con- 
certed federal effort that 
but the eagle investigation 
nevertheless disturbing. Thanks 
the sheer volume inter- 
endangered 
species, complicated network 
illegal dealers now exists around 
the world, and treaty help 
break has been ratified 
countries far. the past, most 
major undercover investigations 
the United States have concen- 
trated the middle level that 
network, the dealers who buy 
illegal wildlife large quantities 
for the pet trade the reptile- 
skin market, for example. Ken- 
neth Berlin, Washington lawyer 
who set the Wildlife Section 
the Justice Department during 
the Carter administration, and 
who has overseen some the 
biggest wildlife prosecutions ever 
brought, emphasizes that only 
this way can tedious, expensive, 
and time-consuming undercover 
work pay off. why they 
after the big case,” says. 
“They get lots stuff stopped, 
lots publicity, and they feel 
there’s deterrent effect.” 

Yet the Sioux arrested South 
Dakota hardly fit the description 
big dealers. the Yankton 
Sioux tribal council’s financial 
director, Russell Red Lightning, 
told reporter few weeks ago: 
agents created the 
From what heard, they said, 
‘Shoot eagle and give 
you $1000.’ poor people. 
Even though their feathers are 
sacred us, have feed our 
children.” “What Watt has 
chosen his first en- 
vironmental Clarence Rock- 


boy, Sioux spokesman, said to. 


the same reporter, “is come 
down the weakest political 
group and the people the 
lowest economic scale the 
Indian.” 

This eagle case the largest 
illegal-trade investigation James 
Watt’s department has initiated 
far. Still, when pressed, ob- 
servers the wildlife trade admit 
privately that two years under- 
cover work buy two dozen 
dead eagles hardly seems worth- 
while, particularly time when 
enforcement pressure the big 
international dealers seems lower 
than it’s been years. These 
observers say that aiming the 
same limited resources improv- 
ing wildlife inspections ports 
around the country, for instance, 
would have far greater effect 
saving some the most peril- 
ously endangered species the 
world. “You don’t need carry 
gun and knock down doors 
prosecute wildlife cases,” says 
one World Wildlife Fund official. 


And what about the bald eagle 
itself? Although abundant 
Alaska, everyone agrees that 
endangered the rest the 
United States. But how 
dangered it? one the few 
species that actually doing 
better,” says Ron Mack De- 
fenders Wildlife, group that 
has never been accused under- 
estimating threats endangered 
species. 

one time there were about 
25,000 bald eagles breeding the 
lower states; now there are 
about one-10th that number (an 
estimated 14,000 bald eagles win- 
ter here). The population started 
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declining century ago, when the 
eagle’s habitat began shrinking 
result the demand for 
timber and for house lots. But 
agriculture and industry had 
even greater effect. Not only was 
more land cleared for farming 
and for building factories, but 
runoff brought pesticide residues 
rivers and streams, and for 
dumped their wastewater into 
the nearest river with little, any, 
treatment. Fish many rivers 
became badly contaminated, and 
because fish are the principal 
food eagles, DDT, dieldrin, 
PCBs, and mercury began ac- 


cumulating the birds. Soon 
females were laying eggs with 


thin shells that they could 


not withstand the weight 
adult. Eggs with thicker shells 
often contained embryos 
suspended soup toxic 
chemicals. 

Thus began the great eagle die- 
off. 1970, there were fewer 
than 1000 bald eagles left the 
lower states. Despite the Bald 
Eagle Protection Act 1940, and 
despite the enormous body 
research that has been done 
since, the eagle nearly became 
extinct. Yet industrial 
polluters have been arrested over 
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the -years for killing eagles. 


Dozens Indians have. 

1972, DDT was banned. 
Since then, the bald eagle has 
been coming back. There are now 
almost 1000 breeding eagles 
Florida alone. the last years, 
the number fledgling bald 
eagles has doubled the 
major nesting areas, Today, 
least 4000 bald eagles live the 
lower states year round. Eagle 
habitats are now protected, and 
some eagles are bred captivity 
and introduced into the wild. The 
public has become more aware

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erhaps should apply 
simple acid test judge 

the recent actions Gov- 
ernor Michael Dukakis.

first, seemed insur- 
mountable challenge: how 
raise enough revenue close 
multi-million-dollar budget defi- 
cit and fund costly new pro- 
grams, without “broad-based 
new taxes” severe cuts 
human services.

Although 
scrupulously designed, winning 
the public’s acceptance was 
was particulars.

The efforts were 
aided regular press reports 
from the Department Revenue 
that reinforced the administra- 
tion’s image group uncom- 
promising bounty hunters.

(One these lists was re- 
leased April 14, make the

Fees increased, but “ad- 
justed.” The budget itself not 
“progressive” (that sounds 
too leftist), but “forward-look- 
ing.”

April 1983, 
John Macauda’s trial began. Five grueling 
weeks later, May 12, was convicted 
manslaughter the death 
Bordonaro (Aiello and McLeod were 
convicted second-degree murder; 
McClusky was acquitted). May 27, 
Judge Robert Barton sentenced him 
serve “six years Walpole State 
Prison.” Precisely nine months after the 
incident King Patrolman 
John Macauda, who two years earlier had 
been cited for valor and bravery, was 
publicly disgraced and behind bars. 
will not even eligible for parole until 
1987. 

Although Donetta Macauda guilty 
nothing more than being his wife, John 
Macauda’s sentence hers, too. “For 
better, for worse, for richer, for 
never had more import. you’ve ever 
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The wire-service photos John and Donetta Macauda, during his trial 


wondered, even for moment, what life 
like for the family celebrated 
criminal defendant after the courtroom 
battlefield clears, the day-to-day life 
Donetta Macauda case history worth 
noting. 

Among other things, hers story 
about the financial consequences for 
such family. Like most blue-collar 
stories, begins with the undramatic 
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necessities, the work getting by. 
Donetta never expected rich. One 
four children born garment-cutter 
and his wife, she grew Everett, 
went Everett High and then Bunker 
Hill Community College. There she fell 
love with John Macauda: had 
enrolled there after stint clerk for 
the CIA and two years the Marines. 
John’s calling was law enforcement; 
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Aug.17 ‘Til Tuesday

she took job with the Post Office and 
settled down policeman’s wife. 
John Macauda’s indictment August 
resulted his immediate suspension, 
without salary, from job that paid him 
little under $300 week. Casting aside 
his pride, and his concern for his privacy, 
applied for welfare: his family began 
receiving benefits, along with food 
stamps and Medicaid coverage, Sep- 
tember December, little before 
Christmas, Macauda received 
telling him that because was eligible 
collect unemployment insurance, his 
welfare benefits were going 
terminated. The good news was that his 
weekly dole from unemployment came 
few dollars more than was getting 
from welfare. The bad news was that 
discontinuation his welfare benefits 
meant discontinuation the family’s 
automatic eligibility for food stamps and 
federally subsidized health insurance. 
Overail, the tradeoff was not what 
call bargain. Eventually, Donetta made 
separate application for Medicaid, 
which was denied. got thick file 
folder unpaid medical bills that are 

more than seven months past due. 
What made matters worse was that 
every available resource was being used 
pay for services that were directly and 
indirectly related the incident King 
Arthur’s. When John Macauda’s mother 
died, about three years ago, she left 
three-family house him and his sister. 
The two them shared ownership the 
place, occupied two units, and rented the 
third floor tenant. order raise 
money for his defense, Macauda was 
forced sell his share the house his 
sister. She, turn, had secure loan 
buy her brother out. She paid price 
equivalent half the market value the 
house, which had been bequeathed 
them free and clear. The transaction put 
strain everyone. Macauda now had 
pay rent his sister, rate that turned 
out higher than his previous 
monthly overhead. His sister was forced 
buy him out even though she wasn’t 
financially ready to, and her monthly 
carrying costs went well. And 
Macauda lost all his equity the house. 
Continued page 
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was broke, jobless, back being 
tenant and facing serious criminal 
charges. 

The strain was taking its toll 
Donetta, too. October she was hospi- 
talized for blackouts, heart palpitations, 
and racing pulse. After she was 
diagnosed having “anxiety reac- 
the family’s reverses, she 
began seeing psychotherapist and 
cardiologist, who prescribed Inderal. 
These two doctors were simply additions 
already long list. After Andrea was 
born, Donetta learned she had lung 
ailment known sarcoidosis, con- 
dition that frequently, her case, 
accompanied attacks rheumatoid 
arthritis. Although she’s only 31, she has 
medical history that belies her youth 
(she had gone through lung surgery just 
weeks before the King 
Because her illnesses, and the birth 
her daughter, Donetta had given her 
job sorting mail the South Boston 
Postal Annex. Consequently, the family 
was without her income, and without 
John’s, time when they faced 
expenses family can budget for. 

Macauda’s unemployment insurance 
ran out March. Again tried apply 
for welfare: caseworkers told him seek 
extension his unemployment 
benefits. Only after his unemployment 
extension ran out, they told him, would 
sought the unemployment extension, 
around the time his trail began, 
learned there was catch: because 


unavailable take job one were 
offered him, and unemployment 
officials could not legally grant him 
extension. 

For John and Donetta 
Macauda had depend the kind- 
nesses family and friends keep 
themselves and their daughter fed. For 
lower-middle-class family, the new year 
had brought dizzying slide the 
bottom the socio-economic heap. 
John’s subsequent conviction 
carceration left Donetta single, un- 
employed, and with child support. 
the beginning June, she was 
receiving welfare. Her benefits amount 
$267 month cash and $100 
month food stamps. Her monthly rent 
alone $300. Although the Post Office 
has classified her unavailable for 
full-time position because her health, 
she has opportunity have her old 
job back hours per week. She says 
she’s going take it. 

takes more than balance sheet, 
course, describe what Donetta 
Macauda has been through. The emo- 
tional price losing her husband 
prison can only guessed at. She 
careful, even pensive, about articulating 


own feelings. times, fact, her 


soft-spoken composure 
clearest indication the effort costs 
her composed. 

The months leading John’s trial, 
she says, were like months spent with 
man who has been told has terminal 
illness. Their days spent together seemed 
drag and fly the same time. 
“From the indictments was long, 
long months wondering and 
waiting. And was very short span

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time other respects. just went too 
fast really together,” she recalls. 

The pressure was worse when the trial 
started. They had rise early, dress and 
feed Andrea, drop her off the house 
friend family member, and 
seated the courtroom clearheaded 
and looking sharp a.m. The 
physically and mentally exhausting days 
would end 4:30. Then retrieve 
Andrea, relive the 
testimony the day, down hastily 
prepared supper, and fall into bed. The 
days and nights and mornings just 
melted into one another. 

kept like that until the case went 
the jury for what would 
Massachusetts-record-breaking hours 
deliberation, spread over nearly 
week. They were days almost un- 
imaginable tension. The Macaudas 
would arrive the morning see the 
jury troop in, then they and their family 
and supporters would rush home sit 
the phone and wait for verdict. 
was like wake that went for days,” 
Macauda recalls. “Everytime the phone 
rang the house got real quiet. Then 
whoever answered would say, ‘Oh, it’s 
only and everyone would 
breathe sigh.” The Macaudas were 
the courthouse Thursday, May 12, 
when word was passed around p.m. 
that verdict had been reached. Only 
moments before his fate would 
revealed, John Macauda took his wife 
into small room the fifth floor the 
courthouse. kissed her, told her that 
loved her, and handed her his keys 
and his wallet. wanted ready for 
anything. 

His co-defendants, Aiello and McLeod, 
were convicted second-degree murder, 
which carries mandatory life sentence; 
they were immediately 
custody. McClusky walked out court 
free man. Macauda, convicted man- 
slaughter, was allowed free bail. 
was due back court for sentencing 
May 27. 

The two weeks between the verdict 
and the sentencing were spent close 
home. The morning after the verdicts, 
Macauda came out his house find 
that someone had pelted his car with 
eggs and spray-painted MACAUDA THE 
MURDERER the sidewalk. According 
Mrs. Macauda, her husband did his 
best ignore such things. kept his 
focus squarely his daughter, with 
whom wanted spend much time 
possible. One day they went 
family outing the zoo. Another day 
Macauda went Child World and came 
back with large, plastic, indoor sliding 
pond for Andrea. “It was bigger than 
Christmas, the way handled it,” 
Donetta Macauda recalls. “Not that 
presents can replace anything. But there 
was just not enough that could for 
her.” The time Macauda spent with his 
wife was more somber. “We talked about 
the worst sentence possible and then 
worked our way down. This what 
wanted talk about. What wanted 
for do. How wanted take 
care Andrea. told all the things 
that you would tell someone you were 
your deathbed. For all the times 
didn’t tell you love you want tell 
you love you things like that.” They 
also talked about how she would get by, 
and even about the possibility dissolv- 
ing their marriage received very 
long sentence. 

Even though they had begun 
transact some their very personal 
business, the Macaudas were under the 
impression that they would have bit 
more time together after Judge Barton 
pronounced sentence (which law 
They planned spend days 
putting their affairs order and saying 
final goodbyes. turned out, the 
several shocks the sentencing hearing 
were what “messed up” Donetta 
Macauda the most. 

The large crowd spectators, she 
recalls, struck her the kind crowd 
that drools hanging. didn’t even 
get sit front. Here am, his wife, and 
was lucky found seat,” she says. 
Then came the moment when her heart 
briefly soared. never forget when 
[Judge Barton] said, let known that 
this boy, young man whatever 
said has never done wrong thing 
his life. When used those words, 
everybody looked me. didn’t know 


whether smile because didn’t know 
what meant it. didn’t want get 
hopes high, but couldn’t help but 
think, ‘Oh God, he’s gonna let him 
Her momentary hope was dashed 
when her husband was committed 
Walpole State Prison and was im- 
mediately led away court officers. 
When that happened, Donetta Macauda 
threw herself her direction, 
loudly sobbed his name, and then 
collapsed the courtroom. She was 
conscious, but her eyes were swimming. 

“You don’t think about what 
going do,” she says, her voice soft and 
level even she recalls the most intense 
scene long, intense trial. “All 
sudden your body just reacts. im- 
mediate response was get him. 
wanted find out where was going; 
where they were taking him. This wasn’t 
supposed happen. What went

Donetta Macauda says that Andrea, 
who turned two July has missed her 
father even more than might have been 
expected. She doesn’t want lie her 
daughter, but she feels that Andrea too 
young understand what jail is, let 
alone why has there and not 
her birthday party. conversations with 
her daughter she refers the place 
where her husband incarcerated 
“Daddy’s house.” Occasionally, Andrea 
picks the telephone receiver and 
pretends she calling her daddy. Some- 
times she awakens night and calls out 
for him. 

Because Donetta Macauda’s fre- 
quent illnesses, her husband, she says, 
played the active role Andrea’s rear- 
ing. bathed her. put her bed. 
His absence has had powerful effect 
the child. the age one, Andrea 
had already learned drink from cup. 
Since the last part the trial, she has 
reverted the bottle. She doesn’t really 
drink much from it, Donetta says. She 
just carries around and chews the 
nipple all day. 

And the jailing Macauda seems 
destined affect his family life more 
lasting ways. and his wife want more 
children. She’s 31. probably 
locked for least four more years, 
and he’s not permitted any conjugal 
visits. Donetta Macauda can hear her 
biological clock ticking away. 

Beyond the obvious loss her hus- 
band’s affection and companionship, 
Donetta beginning feel the social 
pressures being alone. Even trip 
the grocery store “suggests 
she says. went shopping couple 
weeks ago, and bought one apple, and 
one corn the cob. The first couple 
times went the store pick milk 
and stuff got all choked and eyes 
were filling the disles because, 
number one, was doing alone. And 
number two, was doing knowing that 
was going alone. Every little thing 
now, especially it’s for the first 
time since the sentencing, can make 
very upset.” Although her friends have 
provided lot emotional support, she 
self-conscious about the possibility 
that she’s imposing them, especially 
the weekends. “The weekends bother 
the most. Every Friday pray that 
bother anyone Friday, and especially 
Saturday, because those are couple 
nights,” she says. 

The woman who fell pieces her 
husband’s sentencing has come long 
way. She holds her belief that 
innocent. She looks forward the day 
without visible self-consciousness 
“the light the end the tunnel.” When 
her family reunited, she hopes 
able start life anew, someplace far 
from Everett and Chelsea. She sounds 
like and competent 
woman, like woman with eye the 
future. don’t know where plan 
coming from, tell you the truth,” she 
freely admits. taking one day 
time.” Right now, her biggest fear the 
onset her first New England winter 
alone, the restrictions her freedom 
and mobility that cold weather certain 
bring. not going pat myself 
the back, because it’s only been two 
months. And right now, have every- 
thing side. The summer. 
daughter. She’s the age where she 
keeps busy and makes laugh. 
don’t know how I’m gonna cope with 
once the fall comes.” 

Moment moment. Day day. 
Season season. Year year. 
Donetta road 1987. 
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and several corporations now 
the Fish and Wildlife Service for 
programs designed help the 
eagle.

underestimate the devastating 
and swift effect that killing 100 
bald eagles year can have 
population birds that begin 
breeding only when they are four 
years old.

The bald eagle one those 
big, showy species that appeal 
strongly our imaginations. Re- 
gardless its actual habits the 
wild (which are not unlike those 
the vulture), the eagle has 
become idealization ser- 
enity and power, two things 
like have more ourselves. 
the symbol America. Its 
image our money. Taking 
shot eagle metaphor for 
taking shot America itself, 
and for that reason, it’s kind 
symbol that appeals Watt. 
may true that the decline 
the bald eagle, sacred bird 
Native Americans, was caused 
principally the indiscriminate 
use toxic chemicals white 
men, but that fact simply does not 
make for good cowboy drama. 

Watt frowns before table 
dead eagles. “The problem 
this eagle case,” says Ken- 
neth Berlin. real problem 
that he’s not doing anything 
else.” The situation for many 
endangered species grimmer 
than ever. 
some “wildlife refuges,” 
being considered for oil and gas 
drilling. Huge quantities en- 
dangered wild plants and the 
skins endangered animals con- 
tinue pass back and forth over 
our borders undetected. Other 
animals more endangered but 
less glamorous than the bald 
eagle are without federal as- 
sistance, thanks budget cuts 
proposed Jim Watt. When 
became secretary, the Depart- 
ment the Interior immediately 
stopped proposing 
didates for the endangered-spe- 
cies list; Congress has had 
rewrite the Endangered Species 
Act give him fewer ways 
stalling. 

And some the most en- 
dangered animals that were al- 
ready the list have continued 
decline during his term. There 
are now, for example, only five 
dusky seaside sparrows left 
earth, and the state Florida, 
where the bird lives, has had 
abandon its recovery program for 
the sparrow, largely because the 
Interior Department 
reducing zero the amount 
money proposes give the 
states for carrying out en- 
dangered-species work. Un- 
fortunately, unprepossessing 
animals like the dusky seaside 
sparrow are symbols for nothing.

ome sit around schmoosing with their 
buddies. Others are the telephone 
the big boys and bureaucrats downtown, 
trying get another cop the beat, 
street fixed, job for deserving friend 
neighbor. Some cut ribbons, others lead 
demonstrations. Some seem little different from 
local local activists. None 
them and none gets paid for the work 
talking about here. Still, these persons can 
influential any number elected 
officials.

The North End 


The narrow North End streets 
are blocked off, and the speakers’ 
platform erected the middle 
the intersection crowded with 
dignitaries. There harmonica 
player and band that strikes 
rousing Francisco, Here 
Come.” Fred Carangelo, dressed 
blue cardigan, arms clasped, 
head down, sits his wheelchair 
were throne. Politicians make 
their obeisances him, women 
come and give him kisses. 
Carangelo cut the ribbon for 
new doorway into the North 
Bennet Street School, 
celebration the 98th 
anniversary the trade school. 
Here, everything from furniture 
making watch repair violin 
restoration taught; the school 
also sponsors variety social 
programs that serve the 
neighborhood. Carengelo has 
been closely associated witth the 
school for years. people 
like Freddy, the North End 
city councilor Fred Langone, one 
the speakers the event. State 
Representative Sal DiMasi (D- 
Boston) recalls Carangelo’s 
kicking him out the school’s 
teen lounge many times, and 
says, the better for 
And Fred Salvucci, now the 
state’s secretary transportation, 
remembers that Carangelo 
encouraged him, when Salvucci 
was young man, tutor some 
high-school students, saying, 
going live this 
community, you have 
contribute it.”

Freddy Carangelo’s creed. “Uncle 
Fred” North End,”

North Bennet Street School 
director the teen program, 
director the social-service 
house, and operations 
manager. The only occasions 
which has left the 
neighborhood for any length 
time have been summers. 

has been the head the 
North End Athletic Association, 
has managed local semi-pro 
basketball team, and has 
coordinated group that 
developed waterfront property 
for skating rink, Little League 
field, and tennis courts. has 
run the North End campaigns 
politicians like John Collins, John 
Sears, and Kathleen Sullivan. 
And whenever the community 
has protested against 
encroachments upon the 
neighborhood, Carangelo has 
been the forefront. 

Carangelo has thus acquired 
both the credibility and the 
contacts that are part being 
unofficial mayor. When the lights 
out North Street, people 
call Freddy Carangelo for help. 
When politicans are putting their 
campaigns together, they, too, 
call Carangelo. Carangelo has 
even been asked run for office. 
the early 1960s considered 
entering race for state 
representative, but finally 
decided against it. His wife was 
opposed, for one thing. For 
another, both felt was 
doing more good doing what 
was doing that could have 
possibly done state rep,” 
says. 

Carangelo has gained respect, 
too, because long battle with 
progressive form muscular 
distrophy. his teens was 
well-known local athlete; when 
his legs began fail, his 20s, 
channeled that interest into 
organizing and coaching athletic 
activities. For the past years 
has been confined toa 
wheelchair. “It has never stopped 
me,” says. feels that his

Being one the Joneses means 
being role model, and Cole 
firm believer role models. “Just 
lot other men the 
community, ‘Be upstanding like 
am, dress like me, dress your kids 
says.

Over the years, Cole has 
become major link between 
Bromley-Heath and the outside 
world. has learned his way 
around the bureaucracies and has 
learned how “deliver.” For 
example, several years ago, 
without informing anyone the 
community, the MBTA 


demolished bus shelter near the 
section the project for elderly 
people after car had run into it. 
Cole immediately got the 
phone. couple weeks later, 
new shelter was installed.

1972, the Bay State Banner, local 
black newspaper, and the 
Greyhound Corporation named 
her “mother the year.” 
Recently, Mayor White 
appointed her the city’s newly 
established Fair Housing 
Commission. have tried 
corvince her have confidence 
herself that she was more than 
just good homemaker,” says 
her husband. proud that 
helped get her out the kitchen 
and that she has received 
much prestige and respect since 
then.” 

For Cole and his family, all this 
community involvement has 
come price, however. Cole 
says has never really 
developed any close friends 
among the other men Bromley- 
Heath.

outside his immediate 
community his Masonic lodge 
“meet people one-to-one 
level.” Even his kids have been 
made feel distance between 
themselves and their neighbors.

first glance, Anna DeFronzo 
typical 75-year-old East 
Boston great-grandmother. She 
has lived the same modest 
house, the shadow Logan 
Airport, for years; three her 
five children live within stone’s 
throw. Her grandchildren and 
four great-grandchildren are 
continually visiting. She makes 
terrific cookies, and when she’s 
hand. But DeFronzo often gone 
all day meetings and sometime 
doesn’t get home until after 
The phone always ringing 
for her. “They expect you work 
wonders, she says. get calls 
from the get calls from 
all over East Boston about what 
happening particular street, 


particular neighborhood.” 

They call Anna DeFronzo the 
mayor and the matriarch East 
Boston. She prefers call herself 
the hen.” King, her 
arch-foe, reportedly once 
remarked, “Thank God Anna 
never got educated. 
dangerous.” fact, Anna 
dangerous. She chairwoman 
the East Boston Land Use 
Advisory Committee, powerful, 
independent organization that 
negotiates with governmental 
agencies major planning 
issues affecting East Boston. She 
has fought for elderly housing, 
for parks, for schools, and, above 
all, against the airport and its 
encroachments the 
community she loves, 
community she calls “the most 
persecuted area the state.” 
small but feisty woman with 
deep, raspy voice, DeFronzo 
the kind person most 


would like when reach 
her age. Although her kids want 
her slow down, she’s 
unstoppable. “Ma, got 
learn how say no,” her 
daughters tell her. But saying 
just doesn’t seem 
nature. 

There was little her early life 
suggest DeFronzo would 
become community firebrand. 
Born East Boston, she dropped 
out school after eighth grade 
work dry-goods store, and 
later seamstress for Jordan 
March. She married, but her 
husband died young, leaving her 
with five small children raise 
ona pension. the 
children grew up, DeFronzo 
began volunteer for 
noncontroversial causes: 
collecting for the March Dimes 
and the Heart Fund, serving 
Italian translator for elderly 
people the Don Orione home. 

But 1960 something was 
happening East Boston. The 
airport was moving the 
low-income, mostly 
community, with demoralizing 
effects. Some people were selling 
their homes and getting out. 
Others, convinced the airport 
would eventually take their 
homes, had quit keeping their 
property. “My community was 
dying,” says DeFronzo. (Today, 
according DeFronzo, 
residential East Boston, which 
once covered 3200 acres, takes 
only 1000 acres; the population 
has declined from 65,000 
38,000, all due airport and 
related expansion.) She was 
her 50s when she took part her 
first demonstration, protest the 
construction new parking lot 
for planes Logan. There, for the 
first time, she met King, then 
head Massport. King, she says, 
promised her that the planes 
would towed from the new 
parking lot the terminals 
East Boston residents 
have put with additional 
noise. fact, the planes have 
never been towed. Although she 
says that first she and her 


associates were “very naive” and 
had few resources, widely 
conceded that the residents’ 
determination has limited airport 
expansion. 

1968, she fought one her 
most celebrated battles with 
King. Dump trucks hauling fill 
the airport had started using the 
residential streets part their 
route. Worried about the children 
who played the street and 
about the disruption the 
neighborhood, Anna led group 
mothers and grandmothers, 
who physically blocked the street 
prevent the trucks from 
passing. result their 
protest, Mayor Kevin White 
closed the street the dump- 
truck traffic. 

Soon the East Boston 
grandmother found herself 
negotiating with big shots and 
testifying before legislators, who 
were mostly hostile. She recalls 
once having brought map

DeFronzo was surprised when 
the legislators came crowding 
around her take look. 
thought, God, tell

Manny Aronis 
Hyde Park 


From the outside, the Aronis 
restaurant Cleary Square, 
looks more like the local 
Democratic Party headquarters 
than like the best bacon-and- 
eggs spot Hyde Park Avenue.

There 
smiling King, his photo 
inscribed pal Manny,” 
thanking him for bring out big 
vote Hyde Park.

Aronis always has had eye 
for champions. has been 
promoting pugilists and 
politicians for most his 
years. served 
Massachusetts state boxing 
commissioner for years 
the 1960s and chairing the 
commission for six those years.

State champion 
Missouri the 118-pound class, 
Aronis worked carnivals, 
where challenged all comers, 
traveled with Houdini, and 
one stunt, spent hour and 
minutes inside specially 
constructed tomb ice.

Watching whales the natural way

hen told people that 
“nude whale watch” 


late June, they responded with 
jokes. sampling: 
“Could hairy experience.” 
“I'd like see the whale 


blubber.” 

But return with only one 
remarkable thing report about 
nude was not 
especially remarkable. partici- 
pants put it, the expedition was 
case “naked mammals watch- 


ing naked 
more. The whales were naked 
because the way God made 
them. The people were naked for 
pretty much the same reason. 
They themselves 
“naturists” people who enjoy 
sunning, swimming, and social- 
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izing the nude; they have 
recently begun organizing 
protect their right so. (See 
part five the Phoenix Summer 
Guide, June 21, 1983.) 

Among the 100-odd people 
aboard the Cape Cod Princess, 
which sailed from Plymouth 
June 26, flawlessly sunny day, 
were 44-year-old roofer from 
South Boston, 29-year-old engi- 
neer from Windsor, Connecticut, 
and 40-year-old data processor 
from Marshfield. There were con- 
tingents from greater New York 
City, Rhode Island, New Hamp- 
shire, and Massachusetts. The 
group’s age range was from the 
20s the 60s.

Szechuan chicken 
Serves four 

When made this, used 
large, heavy Dutch oven instead 
wok. worked just fine, 
don’t feel you have out and 
buy anything special, though 
you already have wok, all 
means use it. 

For this recipe, need 
three chicken-breast halves. You 
can buy skinless and boneless 
breasts, but it’s trouble pull 
off the skin and cut out the bones 
yourself.

large chicken breasts, 
skinned and cubed; 

teaspoons cornstarch; 

egg white; 

tablespoons bean sauce; 

tablespoon hoisin sauce; 

tablespoon Szechuan paste 
(chili paste); 

teaspoons sugar; 

tablespoon shao hsing wine; 

tablespoon wine vinegar; 

teaspoon minced ginger 
root; 

cloves garlic, peeled and 
minced; 


cups peanut oil; 

cups raw (not roasted) 
unsalted peanuts; 

scallions, sliced thin (light- 
green and white parts only); 

dried hot peppers, cut 
half. 

Cut the chicken meat into 
three-quarter-inch cubes and rub 
the cubes with the cornstarch. 
Add the egg white, stir, and put 
all into the refrigerator for least 
hour. Mix together the bean 
sauce, hoisin sauce, Szechuan 
paste, sugar, wine, vinegar, gin- 
ger, and garlic, and set all that 
aside. 

About minutes before you 
want serve the dish, heat half 
cup the peanut oil wok 
heavy Dutch oven. When the 
oil hot, dump the peanuts 
and stir them until they just begin 
turn color, then skim them out 
the oil with slotted spoon. 
Watch it! unbelievably 
hot. Put the peanuts paper 
towel plate and keep them 
warm place. 

Now add the remaining oil 
the pan, and when it’s hot, dump 
flat-bottomed pan, have 
stir the meat like crazy keep 
from sticking. When the chicken 
cubes have turned white (it only 
takes about minute), skim out 
the pieces, drain off their oil, and 
set them that cozy spot next 
the peanuts. 

Pour off all but three table- 
spoons the oil from the pan.

What the world drink with Chinese food

hat you drink with 
Look 
around your average 


Chinatown restaurant. See the 
happy Chinese people eating 
those delicious-smelling things 
that sure your menu. 
What are they drinking? Beer. 
That should tell you something. 

You can even argue that beer 
traditional Asian drink, you 
define the way 
Americans tend to: any cus- 
tom more than years old. 
European colonizers introduced 
beer Asia back the 19th 
century, and unlike many exports 
the colonies, has proved 
wildly popular. Breweries have 
operated China, Singapore, 
Malaysia, Hong Kong, Thailand, 
Japan, and other countries since 
the turn the century. Tsing- 
Tao, the most widely exported 
Chinese beer, originally 
made German colonials near 
Shantung; today, most major 
Chinese cities have their own 
breweries, and barley and hops 
are grown locally. Two the 
world’s largest brewing com- 
panies are Kirin, Japan, and 
San Miguel, the Philippines. 
you can wash down your 
noodles with perfect authenticity. 

all the beers available, 
which are most appropriate with 
honest, beer rarely enhances 
Asian dishes. Rather, provides 
pleasant, thirst-quenching ac- 
companiment. Most Asian 
cuisines seek balance flavors 
within each dish, balance that 
complete and itself. Dishes 
are chosen complement one 
another, and the taste 
beverage like beer just isn’t taken 
into account. Further, one meal 
likely include several different- 
particular beer goes spectacularly 
well with one dish, might not 
much for the others. 

This not say that just any 
beer works with any Asian dish. 
Many European beers that taste 
fine themselves with cheese 
wurst just don’t make with 
Asian flavors. Very strong beers 
are poor bet, are most dark 
beers. The best choice usually 
light lager. Since this classifica- 
tion includes most the world’s 
beer, your selection hardly 
limited. would lean toward 
European varieties, particularly 
German ones, which are fuller- 
flavored than American beers. 


They are also less fizzy, and thus 
less filling, which good thing 
when you drink beer with meal. 
Full-flavored American beers like 
Anchor Steam New Amster- 
dam (new the market, from 
New York, and very tasty) are 
also good choice. Standard 
(Miller, 
Budweiser, and on) are 
cheaper and often fresher than 
imports, though they’re the 
thin side. 

Several Asian imports are also 
available (especially Asian 
restaurants). general, these are 
trifle fuller flavored and less 
carbonated than American beers, 
but are not heavy European 
ones. (Yes, some are made with 
rice, but then, Budweiser.) 
Shanghai one the best; 
however, it’s relatively difficult 
find. friend assures that 
Shanghai superb with Peking 
Tsing-Tao, also Chinese, pretty 
good, Japan’s Sapporo. Kirin, 
the most widely available Japa- 
nese import, has never impressed 
me. rather drink Miller. 

choice beer should also 
depend, course, just what 
For example, delicate Can- 
tonese dish can obliterated 
even moderately full-flavored 
beer, whereas spicy Burmese 
curry would stand right it. 
dishes (usually the case), why not 
have selection beers? (Ob- 
viously this whole beer-choosing 
business easier cook- 
restaurant that allows you 
bring your own.) 

spite all just said, 
have admit that, after bit 
research, favorite accompani- 
ment Asian food general 
Spaten Munich Dark. This 
flavorful but mellow beer that 
goes well with savory dishes, 
especially those with touch 
sweetness. has strange affini- 
for ginger, for instance. Still, 
doesn’t with everything 
was not the choice for simple 
squid-and-vegetable dish, nor for 
robustly flavored clams black- 
bean sauce. But with subtly 
sweet-and-sour eggplant salad 
(homemade), with shredded pork 
rolls flavored with fresh herbs (at 
the 
Boylston Street), and especially 
with pork spareribs with spiced 
salt and pepper (at the Lucky 


Dragon, Beach Street), was 
perfectly delicious and did 
enhance the flavors the food. 
one pleased diner put it, six- 
pack Munich Dark and few 
platefuls those ribs would 
about close heaven you 
can get. intend carry more 
research into this matter and urge 
you likewise. The same 
brewery also makes Munich 
Light, but though this very 
good beer it’s nothing special 
with Eastern food. 

The perverse minority who 
abide beer but want more 
than tea with their meals can 
drink wine but this combina- 
tion simply isn’t good. Readers 
wine magazines may have 
noticed recent spate articles 
alleging otherwise. Nonetheless, 
few Asian dishes actually well 
with wine (very simply flavored 
fried grilled food can 
exception). What looking 
for wine that doesn’t get 
wiped out the food. Some 
favor Champagne; though can’t 
imagine wasting real Cham- 
pagne like this, inexpensive 
Spanish French fizzy would 
okay. Alsatian wines, which have 
individual, spicy 
character, are often recommend- 
ed. are rosés, which, 
all heard, with anything. 
received good reports about dry 
white Zinfandel with Szechuan 
food. Inexpensive German wines 
can pleasant with more subtly 
flavored, slightly sweet dishes. 
Nonetheless, have yet find 
any wine that feel enhances the 
food, vice versa, tend 
buy something cheap and decent 
and not fuss about it. 

Robert Nadeau, the Phoenix 
restaurant critic, advocates drink- 
ing fino (very dry) sherry with 
Chinese food. This makes sense, 
since sherry tastes bit like the 
rice “wine” (actually sort 
beer) often used for cooking and 
sometimes served with Chinese 
meals. There’s problem here, 
though. Chinese food, being 
the salty side, makes you thirsty. 
spicy, makes you really 
thirsty. Now, most fino available 
this country runs about 
percent alcohol. lot. Mr. 
Nadeau must have either un- 
natural self-discipline inde- 
cent capacity. drank sherry

Indian food, being 
different spices (lemon grass, Laos 
root, green coriander), different 
sauces (coconut milk, peanuts), 
and contrasts between extreme, 
rich flavors and laser-like hot 
dishes.

gresspeople about getting more 
Thai refugees open restaurants 
the area.

Percy was born Alabama years 
ago. After majoring chemistry the 
University North Carolina, man- 
aged get Columbia Univer- 
sity despite dividing his days largely 
between movie theaters and the psy- 
choanalyst’s couch. The former seemed 
more productive, told Robert Coles 
1978 New Yorker profile, “At the 
movies was getting know how 
people looked the world, what they 
thought the way doctor does.” 
During World War II, Percy performed 
autopsies one too many tuberculars, 
contracting himself and winding 
sanatorium with nothing but read 
and reflect. Prominent among his read- 
ings were existential tracts (Heidegger, 
Kierkegaard, Marcel); prominent among 
his reflections was the growing realiza- 
tion that science did violence the 
human reducing him object fit 
for its own technique. Percy also ab- 
sorbed the philosophy language, 
delving into Charles Peirce, Suzanne 
Langer, and Ernst Cassirer. Eventually 
began pull together what had read. 
His own essays, which attempted 
create existential semiotics, study 
the symbol grounded human inter- 
subjectivity, were published through the 
1950s and then collected The Message 
the Bottle (1975). 

Percy’s first published novel, The 
Moviegoer, was about slide into 
obscurity when unexpectedly won the 
National Book Award for 1961. His 
reputation first-rate novelist (as 
opposed scholar who had produced 
one lucky aberration) was fortified the 
subsequent appearance The Last 
Gentleman five years later, followed 
Love the Ruins (1971), Lancelot (1977), 
and The Second Coming (1980). 

Now comes Lost the Cosmos, 
mostly nonfiction bouillabaisse book 
that distills and cleverly packages the 
theories from his essays and the themes 
from his novels. These are brought 
bear, desultory fashion, such 
phenomena promiscuity, fashion, 
suicide, amnesia, why Carl Sagan keeps 


hoping alien intelligences exist, how 


Einstein different from Kafka, why 
writers drink much, what stagefright 


all about, and why secretly enjoy bad 
news. The book includes didactic 
“intermezzo” (which Percy cheerfully 
invites skip even though contains 
lucid and straightforward summary 
his major ideas), two brief science-fiction 
stories, and the transcript imagined 
Phil Donahue Show about sexual mores 
that interrupted apocalyptic 
extraterrestrial. call Lost the Cos- 
mos “wide-ranging” the 
case, but the book has center 
thematic integrity that all the more 
remarkable view how dashes 
from one subject the next. 

The book’s conceit, apropos its 
subtitle, that the reader taking 20- 
question multiple-choice quiz.

Presumably women watch the 
show too, but far none I’ve met 
willing admit she does. is, after all, 
(virtually) all-male series. 

The A-Team must have something 
special, and not only because it’s 
ratings smash. The series appears 
one those that gets critics all 
worked and brings their pet media 
theories bubbling their lips. Violence! 
Vigilantism! Escapism! that’s the 
warning the New York Times’ John 
O’Connor, who’s worried for all our 
sakes about Falling Cultural Standards. 


But no, says Tom Carson the Village 
Voice, hailing The A-Team show 
that’s “one the smartest, and quite 
possibly the most subversive” around, 
model modern parodic sensibility. 
Actually, not vigilantes much 
mercenaries. The Team four-man 
group Vietnam vets, former members 
crack commando unit “sentenced 
military court for crime they didn’t 
commit.” Ten years ago, the lads escaped 
from maximum-security stockade 
the underground, where fugitive 
soldiers fortune they continue burst 
out various kinds captivity against 
impossible odds while murmuring sweet 
male-bonding nothings one another 
code (“Transmit 146 Zebra,” “Switch 
verbal code 6”). They what they for 
fee; and money’s never mentioned, 
well, never was Marcus Welby 
either. 

The plots are the skinny side. You 
might say vehicles: chasing vehi- 
cles, overturning vehicles, burning, 
smashing, and crashing vehicles. Cars, 
trucks, motorbikes, helicopters, the 
team’s own fat little van all are grist 
for melée flying metal that’s punctu- 
ated tottering story lines which the 
boys get rescue citizen 
from Big Bully. Bullies come assorted 
shapes and sizes: Angels, Las 
Vegas mobsters, grinning rednecks, land- 
hungry ranchers, complete with bulging 
biceps and pea-sized brains, all ready for 


the rest the book. one particular- 


compelling section that suggests the 
late sociologist Erving Goffman, Percy 
describes group people eyeing one 
another Indian rain dance New 
Mexico. meet nuclear physicist, 
old Pueblo dancer, young 
Americanized Pueblo, novelist, priest, 
and Marxist technician, among others. 
Each quite sure that “transcends” 
the others; each has lens for viewing all 
other lenses that permits him under- 
stand and distance himself from every- 
one else. deft piece satire that 
illuminates our lostness. offer any 
these observers singly would 
endorse the superiority 
spective; but collectively their claims 
cancel out, and can laugh the lot. 

Even those readers familiar only with 
his fiction will not surprised when 
they read Percy’s censorious views 
modern man. Frem The 
Binx Bolling, who locked into the 
malaise the everyday, The Second 
Will Barrett, who toys with 
fictional characters find little around 
them that answers their deepest needs. 
are introduced crisis this 
way: “Though was probably the case 
that was ill and that was his illness 
depression which made the world 
seem farcical, impossible prove the 
case. the one hand, was depressed. 
the other hand, the world fact 
farcical.” 

Percy’s writings remind again why 
existentialists (Kierkegaard, Marcel, 
Jaspers, Buber, Tillich) with the atheistic 
ones: both find redemption problematic. 
does not excoriate secularism and 
promise untroubled salvation for the 
faithful. Even life with God life 
struggling conquer absurdity and 
despair. Marcel said life offers not 
problems (to solved) but mysteries (to 
explored), and Percy masterly 
mystery writer. 

Lost the Cosmos, the reader eventu- 
ally realizes, about how much 
know the-world and how little that 
matters. level technical expertise 
can satisfy our essential hunger; un- 
satisfied and alienated from ourselves, 
fall back the comforts science, 
the transcendence art (which works 
for while, Percy says, but beware the 
re-entry!), the diversion sex, and on. 
Considering the grandness this book’s 
scope and the grimness its view, its 
accessibility remarkable enough; that 
Lost the Cosmos proves positively 
entertaining more than would hope 
for from most writers. With 
have come expect the exceptional. 


speedy erasure our heroes. One 
episode, archly entitled “Children 
Jamestown,” offers the gorgeous irony 
today’s Vulnerable being 
saved from crazed cultist bunch 
public-spirited mercenaries.

Aubrey Beardsley runs Wilde

Although longer shocking, his work 
still looks outlandish, perhaps part 
because French modernism turned 20th- 
century art away from the mannered 
aesthetics Pre-Raphaelitism and Sym- 
bolism. Beardsley was unstinting his 
appreciation Dante Gabriel Rossetti, 
Edward Burne-Jones, Félicien Rops, and 
Odilon Redon; and fact was Burne- 
Jones who encouraged him art 
school after had moved from Brighton 
London. 1891 Beardsley, then 19, 
arrived unannounced Burne-Jones’s 
home with his sister Mabel (who was his 
lifelong companion) and his portfolio 
drawings. Upon seeing this work, Burne- 
Jones exhorted the young artist give 
whatever was doing and devote 
himself wholly art.

Beardsley more, but was 
position abandon his insurance-office 
job, for was responsible for much 
his impecunious family’s income. Recog- 
nized early prodigious talent, had 
begun earning money from drawings 
and illustrations the age 11; 15, 
was illustrating his favorite books, Man- 
Beardsley was inspired the design 
triumphs William Morris’s Kelmscott 
Press, and strove emulate 
aesthetic; yet Morris dismissed his draw- 
ings.

eter Greenaway has chilling 
integrity filmmaker, the kind 

integrity that makes you squirm 
you had lice. The beastly 
parchment 
Contract takes its title 
fashioned the first minutes the 
movie: return for drawings the 
Herberts’ house the 
draftsman, Mr. Neville (Anthony Hig- 
gins), will receive board and small fee, 
the right order servants and family 
members about according his artistic 
whims, and unlimited sexual access 
Mrs. Herbert (Janet Suzman). “Be 
good kneel,” Mr. Neville commands 
the aging Mrs. Herbert, 
rupted one his drafting sessions; and 
she gingerly sinks into satin pillows 
the emerald lawn, seems ready 
open his breeches and order the woman 
fellate him.

Before long The 
Draughtsman’s Contract turns into 
scabby, Baroque essay aesthetics and 
perception: supposed gasp the 
human ugliness concealed all that 
elegance, and eventually question the 
landscape itself, along with our conven- 
tional notions beauty, order, and 
symmetry. guess some people do. 
painter, illustrator, and avant-garde film- 
maker. His films (of varying length) 
have received almost distribution 
outside the UK, but the wake critical 
acclaim for The Contract 
his first movie you can 
expect his fractured, political documen- 
taries and collages turn these 
shores soon. And that’s pleasurable 
prospect: even you loathe this film,

That, indeed, was half 
the joke: that the moneyed hedonism 
Southern California could 
pression the spritzy shorthand girl 
barely into puberty. Moon Val- 
ley Girl may have had voice halfway 
between squeal and whine, but she 


knew what she wanted and she knew 
how get it. 

the low-budget satirical comedy 
Valley Girl, director Martha Coolidge 
gets some laughs out the video-quick 
intellects her title characters. The 
Valley Girls this movie hand out their 
judgments about clothes, guys, and 
music with lightning (one could say 
frightening) efficiency. California may 
the land mellow, but far money 
and status go, it’s battleground. (Re- 
garding matters materialism, 
Harvard laid back.) The Valley 
Girls, obsessed with getting the most 
bitchin’ guys and the most bitchin’ 
clothes, with getting the best every- 
thing, are already budding young social 
climbers. Tanned and nubile, 
baby femmes fatales, teenage versions 
the Marilyn Monroe who pranced down 
stage with knowing glint her eye 
and sang “Diamonds are best 
friend.” The plot, though, 
strictly retro. For what the heroine goes 
through mod, synthetic-pop version 
the sort youthful romance 
seen dozens times before West

The Draughtsman’s Contract brilliant 
technical achievement, with Greenaway 
weaving his horrid tapestry out short, 
blunt tableaux. Indoors, powdered men 
with beauty spots and flowing wigs 
converse like the fops Congreve 
grounds, flanked they are tall, 
symmetrically placed candles that wash 
the faces amber; and the dinner 
table Curtis Clark’s camera travels 
stately fashion from end end, the 
painted monsters perfume their nastiness 
with sodden epigrams. There are spasms 
harpsichord music, and shrieky vocal 
ditties (by Greenaway’s longtime col- 
laborator, Michael Nyman) that sound 
like Purcell’s The Faerie Queene 
canny Dudley Moore parody it. 
Aristocrats slog heavily their wigs and 
boots down symmetrical garden paths, 
between exquisitely manicured hedges; 
and the artist’s black grid and drawing 
materials fill the foreground with the 
hard clarity still-life, shadows from 
passing clouds sliding ominously over 
the vernal meadows and momentarily 
washing out the color. 


Neville isn’t pleased Nature’s in- 
trusions: can’t chase the clouds away 
like flock sheep, command fog 
lifted like mass laundry draped 
over bush. Such arrogance risky for 
commoner scaled the social ranks 
virtue his talent, but Neville prides 
himself his brutal honesty, and his 
predilection for copying the world with 
utter fidelity. smug materialist, 
peering out from behind his grid with his 
beady eyes and hawklike nose (and 
Higgins, known mostly England for 
his theater work, curls each line with 
sneer), defiantly incorporating into his 
drawings objects that have been left 
sight against his orders pair shoes, 
ladder perched against wall. And 
the work progresses (the drawings were 
made Greenaway himself, the firm 
black-and-white renderings juxtaposed 
eerily with the colorful and vaguely 
mysterious settings), Neville learns that 
the placement the ladder, shoes, and 
articles clothing may not 
accidental, may fact clues the 
possible murder the absent Mr. 
Herbert clues that point the 
innocent artist the killer. 
Slowly, subtly, Neville goes from house- 
hold tyrant household dupe he’s 
trapped his own literalness, his 
inability see beyond appearances. 

The Draughtsman’s really 
murky, postmodernist whodunit 
aesthetes (as opposed mystery buffs, 
who like think that cause-and-effect 
eminently detectable). Greenaway seems 
following the lead left-wing 
British art historians the past two 
decades they scrutinize seemingly 
innocent pastoral paintings discern the 
dissonances therein. other words: 
here’s pretty picture; wrong 
with it? Spot the hidden error, the off 
detail, and will lead you subliminal 
tensions social, sexual, religious, 
economic. Greenaway throws tan- 
talizing figure reinforce this notion 
garden statue (Michael Feast) who 
springs puckishly life when the 
characters depart from the screen; water 
even streams from his penis when there’s 
fountain sight. The living, peeing 
statue fascinating enigma, but you 
need look interviews with the 
director know what really means: 
apparently the more impoverished 
aristocrats used hire peasants pose 
statues their estates, practice that 
proved cheaper than commissioning new 
works. Even without this clarification, 
however, the statue coup cinéma, 
spooky presence bearing silent witness 
the gentry’s atrocities. 

short, Greenaway riddles very 
prettily, and even when the plot fuzzy, 
the themes have been scrupulously 
worked out.

mug for photographers; get staged 
documentary which Cecil DeMille, 
sounding stiff and stolid his movies, 
lectures pretty young actress because 
she’s not wearing the proper period wig; 
get two-minute commercials which 
celebrities like Bette Davis don their 
patriotic hats and beg the American 
populace buy war bonds. Oh, those 
old Hollywood folk what clowns! 

least, that’s what supposed 
think you watch this parade 
famous names the Holly- 
wood publicity machinery the ‘30s, 
and The compilers Holly- 
wood Outtakes manage score few 
points. After Mommie Dearest, who can 
resist laughing Joan Crawford she 
sweetly tucks her kids into bed and then 
makes plea for Boston’s own Jimmy 
Fund? Who can help chuckling the 
young, rawboned Frank Sinatra lectures 
gang snarling street toughs racial 
harmony, Shirley Temple does 
commercial for the Red Cross, warning 
that “this honest-to-goodness 
trouble” watch stock footage 
natural disasters? The problem that 
few the clips have this sort pointed 
campiness. And without it, the movie 
devolves into shapeless pseudo-docu- 
mentary, slapdash history lesson 
interest film buffs. There’s 
lengthy clip highlights from the 1939 
Oscars; see Vivien Leigh, Robert 
Donat, Hattie McDaniel, and others 
accept their awards with the customary 
aplomb, and nothing much made it. 
Then there’s the centerpiece, 
dawdling, 20-minute clip the Holly- 
wood premiére Star Born, with 
dozens celebs taking their turn the 
spotlight sing the praises Judy 
Garland, who shows looking years 
older (and considerably more drugged 
out) than she did Star Born. 
there supposed something rancidly 
funny all this? are simply 
gawk awe George Jessel, Shelley 
Winters, Lauren Bacall, and others stand 
front the mike and offer their 
perfunctory greetings? Certainly the 
scratch-my-back hype flies thick and 
fast The Tonight Show. 

Not all the clips are meant 
humorous, but most them are. 
commercial which James Dean, shortly 
before his death, blithely warns the 
youth America about the dangers 
driving fast the highway even gives 
the movie dose Hollywood Babylon- 
style black comedy. And the result 
that Hollywood Outtakes turns its au- 
dience into Pavlovian camp fiends: 
shown clip after clip old, dated 
footage, and expected laugh 
ludicrous all. Ah, but what about those 
outtakes? The movie has about 
minutes’ worth, and stiflingly 
similar: Edward Robinson, Lou Cos- 
tello, Kay Francis, Carole Lombard, John 
Garfield, Cagney, Bogart, and others 
muff lines dialogue, and almost every 
one them reacts with resounding 
“God damn it!” (The exception the 
feisty Costello; prefers kept 
watching these clips hoping that one 
the stars would break into honest-to- 
goodness R-rated rant. such luck. 
appears that the days when censors 
watched the movies like hawks, even the 
bloopers were clean. the Nickelodeon.

age both with its boy-meet-girl 
content and its avant-garde form. the 
years since its 1960 opening Off Broad- 
way (where still playing Green- 
wich Village’s answer The Mousetrap), 
come take this winsome musical 
comedy for granted; its mawkish lyrics, 
old-fashioned love songs (and ideology), 
and no-frills staging are familiar 
apple pie and about radical. yes, 
there’s stark, blackened stage, mini- 
malist scenery, and mute who among 
other things plays wall; and yes, these 
notions were considered pretty ex- 


perimental for the Oklahoma! age. But 
today The Fantasticks show even 
Norman Podhoretz could love: tribute 
masterful men and cooing women, 
marrying the girl next door, and time 
when “love was sweeter than the berries 
the honey.” 

Conjuring all that innocence 
difficult these days, but new Boston 
theater company, Spectator Arts, doing 
its current production the 
Jones/Schmidt musical. the early 
1960s, doubt, the show’s all-American 
plot made its break from opulent musi- 
cal-comedy tradition less jarring, but 
1983 the opposite seems true: the abstract 
shenanigans The Fantasticks allow the 
Grant Woodsy narrative 
tendentious course.

(The RSC revved this creaky 
vehicle with John Wood nearly decade 
ago New twist that 
Gillette’s been Holmes for long he’s 
starting act like the man pops 
disguise now and then, and he’s 
always telling people where 
come from, what they had for breakfast, 
and what language their cabbies spoke. 
And someone trying kill him 
though one knows why. (Maybe has 
something with his obnoxious 
observations.) does what most 
canny sleuths this sort play: 
throws house party for the prime 
suspects. 

The guests are some the cast 
members Sherlock Holmes. The in- 
genue’s there, sweet blonde thing, 
along with the upstart juvenile; the man 
who plays Moriarty’s attendance, with 
his wife; and there’s strange, middle- 
aged woman slit skirt who was once 
member the company and who 
bumped into Gillette the street few 
days earlier. you think this sounds 
little Pirandellian what with the 
ingenue the play-within-a-play be- 
coming the ingenue the play, 
right, but Ludwig does nothing with the 
idea: the girl acts just like your standard 
Agatha Christie virgin, whichever play 
she’s in. bit Pirandello would help, 
actually. is, the best moment 
Gillette shot the arm and becomes 
delirious from the loss blood, feebly 
calling “Watson? Watson?” col- 
lapses onto the sofa. 

Ludwig has written English draw- 
ing-room comedy thriller set Con- 
necticut, with the juvenile roaring 
his new auto and making idle chitchat 
with the Scottish butler, and someone 
occasionally declaiming from Sherlock 


‘Holmes from Shakespeare. The com- 


pany reminisces length about dead 
woman with whom Gillette may may 
not have had affair; the ingenue may 
may not turn out his daughter. 
Moriarty may having affair with 
the woman the slit skirt. The would-be 
killer could anyone. And anyone 
could murdered, though one is. 
People do, however, doze off and look 
they were dead, keep the 
suspense. There’s spooky seance, 
which the theater gets dark and quiet and 
older patrons drowse, and there are very 
loud gunshots, which awaken the older 
patrons with start, they can get ready 
for intermission and out for drinks.

ntil the Bad Brains, all-black 

former jazz-rock fusion band 

from Washington, retreated 

the Lower East Side (where there’s more 
tolerance for fanaticism than there 
Georgetown), they were the paragons 
the punk scene that arose with 
alarming and reassuring zeal the turn 
the decade. The rastafarian Brains 
provided hardcore punk with moral 
alternative nihilistic bellyaching. 
Known straight-edge, punk’s version 
secular humanism was named and has 
been most clearly articulated lan 
MacKaye Minor Threat: briefly, 
means drugs, alcohol, restrained 
libido, and plenty rough exercise. The 
attitude entrenched Boston, where 
Decontrol are its prime spokesyouth.

was that rock and roll, 
reasonable facsimile, decided check 
into the Holiday Inn Hyannis, all 
places, over the Fourth July weekend. 
Not that was there stay either. was 
there for three nights, two shows night, 
with tickets priced $10.50 for general 
admission and $12.50 for “reserved 
seats” (meaning table down front, and 
the line fire). top that Scotch 
the rocks was selling for $2.75, though 
beer and those brightly colored, fruity 
booze concoctions were selling much 
more briskly. 

Yes, rock and roll was spending the 
holiday weekend something called the 
Gee Willikers Lounge, watering hole 
that was bedecked with balloons 
honor its own first anniversary and 
frequented men open shirts and 
women summer gowns. (The follow- 
ing weekend this same shameless lounge 
presented “Soap Opera Festival,” 
featuring actors from soaps and 
audience participation.) But this had 
been advertised Richard Rock 
and Roll Reunion weekend. Such groups 
the Drifters, the Marvelettes, the Del 
Vikings, and the Belmonts (those guys 


Bad Brains that blazed the trail for this 
rock-and-roll breakthrough. They forced 
punks analyze the spiritual well 
the emotional side life.

“The idea reviving the good old 
days rock and roll came back

1964 all the white music 
was British and all the black music was 
Motown. had nothing against that, but 
had this personal association with the 
music the ‘50s. was music for 
social acceptance. was life.”

Never mind that Freddie Cannon 
“Palisades and 


fame was hardly the ultimate 
so-called white-bread rock. Indeed, 
this guy from Revere (he was tagged “the 
Beantown Boom Boom” Bruce “Juicy 
Brucie” Bradley ‘BZ radio back then) 
had just enough rough edges, not 
exactly soul, his music set him apart 
from the bland likes Bobby Vee, 
Frankie Avalon, and Paul Anka. you 
really want talk offensive white-bread 
rock, try remember the group that 
opened Nader’s shows Hyannis. Gar- 
bed typical Vegas lounge-lizard style 
(fuzzy-lapelled, maroon pretend-tuxedos 
and open shirts), five guys who call 
themselves the Duprees walked out and, 
announcing they wanted dedicate 
song good friend ours who died 
recently,” launched into their rendition 
“At the Hop,” the aging Danny and 
the Juniors hit. These guys did have two 
songs their own the charts, back 
1962; Own True Love (Tara’s 
Theme)” and their forgettable remake 
“You Belong Me” (“See the pyramids 
along the Nile/Watch the sunset 
tropic isle”), both which they did get 
around singing. Mostly, though, their 
act consisted flirtatious invitations 


and wearing stylishly ragged clothes and 
colorful caps over uncombed Afros 
dreadlocks, ignited the mass and let 
rave while. Then the band fell into slow 
and meditative dubs, mystifying the 
crowd with jah praise. This was 
evangelism its most bizarre. The kids, 
many them with shaved heads 
crewcuts, skanked politely, but you 
could tell was speedrock they craved. 

The politeness didn’t last. After all, the 
suburbs are unlikely outpost for 
Christian offshoot with deified Ethio- 
pian leadér mean, what does 
emperor Haile Selassie have offer 
skateboarder? Hardcore fans have de- 
veloped two distinct responses the 
Brains’ heavy-handed theology. One 
the kind condescension that’s typical 
rastafarianism can comfort and soothe 
otherwise hopeless lives, that’s what 
enables people get by, that’s what 
makes the rhythms tick it. More 
common the kind hostility repre- 
sented the Meatmen’s popular joke 
acknowledges the potent slam force 
the Brains while snorting (or worse) 
their Although urge more 
respect than the Meatmen exhibit, 
heart not far from their position. The 
Bad Brains are probably the best speed- 
rock outfit existence, but their reggae 
dogma barely tolerable. It’s not inspir- 
ing much unpleasant, like tough- 
to-shake Jesus freak. 

The outcry against jah-jibber that 
followed the tape’s release obviously 
rattled the Brains. The 1982 club tour 
(this band always the road, from 
California Europe and back) was 
purported the last; henceforth, the 
Brains announced, they would play 
strictly reggae under the name Zion 
Train. didn’t happen, thank jah, 
perhaps because Ocasek, connoisseur 
extreme bands, offered the group his 
producer skills and ranking Syncro 
Sound studio. and Survive) 
resulted, and all four its cuts made 
the new album. 

Although only three the songs 
are strictly reggae, Rock for Light con- 
tinues preach the unconverted. 
Many the numbers jam rasta content 
(praise for jah, dreams promised 
land, damnations Western civilization) 
into hardcore’s form (snarling vocals, 
machine-gun tempos, roaring ensem- 
ble). Until you read the lyric sheet, songs 
like “Coptic Times,” “Joshua’s Song,” 
“Destroy Babylon,” and “We Will 
sound like raw tantrums, with 
reggae’s doominess comfortably blend- 
ing into hardcore’s frustration. turning 
the heat and tempo puttering dubs 
like the LP’s and Survive,” “Rally 
Round Jah Throne,” and Meek 
Shall Inherit the Earth,” the Brains can 
transmute reggae into headbanger like

(as they persisted calling them) 
sitting “reserved tables front, 
girls invite stage sing along 
with them such hits 
and Dion’s “Runaround Sue.” 

These guys have not aged gracefully, 
but then, everyone the place was too 
old for this sort thing. They didn’t 
make feel young again.

course, these three black women 
didn’t anything the sort back 
1962. Neither did they have anything 
with the first Marvelettes smash, 
“Please Mr. Postman,” which topped the 
charts ‘61. The Marvelettes are group 
not unlike, say, the Boston Celtics 
their members just keep changing. 
And there have never been any stars 
standouts; individual members are 
anonymous. 
Marvelettes did credible impersonations 
the early hits, well another silly 
audience-participation routine. One 
member would leap into the lap man 
sitting front-row reserved seat and 
announce that was her boyfriend, Bill. 
Then the other Marvelettes would sug- 


dedicated the memory the late FDR, 
and astonishing 1937 or- 
chestral arrangement the Brahms 
minor Piano Quartet. arm didn’t have 
twisted, and the concert turned out 
one the big musical events the 
year. 

Kirchner has special sympathy for 
this kind richly orchestrated, thickly 
detailed modern music (it’s similar his 
own). The Sessions, which never 
heard the flesh before, unusually 
accessible and moving work that was 
made even clearer lucidity 
and blazing passion. Not note was lost 
the overpowering momentum. The 
Second Symphony vehemently up- 
front about its structure: the first move- 
ment, marked “Molto agitato Tran- 
quillo misterioso,” alternates between 
these emotional polarities five broadly 
outlined sections. The second movement, 
Allegretto capriccioso, one those 
sidling, joky jeux for winds that 
owes its style and tone the light 
passages Concerto for Or- 
chestra (first performed 1944, the year 
Sessions began his symphony) and 
Prokofiev. The Adagio, tranquillo 
espressivo, the emotional center, the 
elegy for Roosevelt, with its heartfelt 
oboe theme, muted brasses, large tragic 
outburst, and dying fall. The last move- 


ment ironic Allegramente, 
elaborately shifty texture, rousing but 
cynical hyena laughing the 


The G-minor Quartet, Opus 25, one 
Brahms’s largest chamber works, 
beginning haunted, tragic mood, 
passing through interludes 
gracefulness and optimism, and ending 
relentlessly exuberant gypsy rondo.

Sounding the Alarm

(IRS, EP) 


harmonica which The Alarm opens the 

lusty shout which closes, this 
delivers rousing “no” nuke-speakers, hate- 
mongers, and budget-slashers. But whereas this 
Welsh quartet kicks out the beat with the red-eyed 
fervor 1977 British punk, the hale fellowship 
offers throwback American coffeehouse- 
and-civil-rights-march folk. Echoing the young 
Phil Ochs and Bob Dylan, the Alarm prefer call 
arms over call art cry for anarchy. 

stage the Metro recently (as the guest 
band the Rumble), the Alarm’s buckskin-and- 
leather-clad singers, Mike Peters and Dave Sharp, 
wielded acoustic guitars they were 
Stratocasters; along with bassist Eddie MacDonald 
(dressed outlaw black), they mounted thrilling 
charges the rim the stage, planting their 
cowboy boots monitors, the way the Clash 
do. But the Clash regard their audience with 
mixture suspicion, testiness, and gruff affection: 
the Alarm marched toward us, looked straight 
the eyes and smiled. been touring 
with their mentors, (Peters looks like fuzzy 
cousin Bono Vox), and they share the Irish 
ruddy, optimism. 
But the Alarm eschew choir-boy love, war, 
and religion vagaries favor pointed polemics. 
The EP’s five songs unanimously invite (and 
challenge) join the good fight, and it’s hard 
resist the bracing call. Drummer 
thunderous martial heartbeat, MacDonald’s 
booming electric bass, and the band’s stout- 
hearted backing yells bond into sturdy bedrock 
overlaid with galloping acoustic guitars, some 
spaghetti-Western electric-guitar twangs, slap- 
ping tambourine, and that plaintive harmonica. 
The Alarm suggests frontier that’s wide open, 
sun-dried, and full promise, yet one where evil 
lurks every crevice. It’s the perfect setting for 
homage Stephen King’s pulp Armageddon epic 
The Stand. When the Alarm sing, hearty 
roundelay, “Come down and meet your 
maker/Come down and make the stand,” The 
Stand” not only conjures the primal superstitions, 
unexpected heroism, and spooky biblical literal- 
ism King’s novel reaches beyond gothic 
horror (in the book, survivors laboratory- 
generated bubonic plague 
directed Christ and Antichrist figures take 
sides for the final battle and the bad guy has the 
nukes). all have choose between apathy 
and action, they say, and they suggest that 
choose now. 

The Alarm are proudly lowbrow culture vul- 
tures and news junkies (again like the Clash), 
deftly making social and political bulletins out 
the trashy read, the double-feature, the daily 
headline. “Across the Border,” they 
venomously decry the fighting Northern 
Ireland, blasting Ian Paisley and the IRA with the 
same barrel. “Marching On,” they invite 
politician view stone-throwing kid through 
their eyes, walk through seething, rundown 
neighborhood and meet the folks: “These are the 
people who made you/You said you cared for 
all/These are the people who'll break Yes, 
there are moments when the Alarm’s cheerful 
organizing anthems seem wistfully naive 
hippies and punks forge lasting consti- 
tuencies, how can these wet-behind-the-ears 
Welshmen hopeful? Indeed, there’s 
moment “Marching On” when the Alarm 
nearly slide into gooey Utopianism, with Peters 
mooning over churchy organ, the young, 
come stand up/We must never silent 
lift our voices higher, sing our song/And keep 
marching, marching.” But gut-churning 
turnaround, the band pulls short and drops out. 
Peters abruptly switches from dreamy unyield- 
ing, (“And never forget about his cohort leaps 


rom the pistol-crack drum and windy 


back with dirty garage-band jolt, and snarls, 
with lip-smacking certitude, “The power the 
right side/Fights the power the left.” And that 
glorious burst rock and rancor false alarm.

Trischka’s lightning picking, in- 
verted melodies, and labyrinthine arrangements 
caused him eschew Earl Scruggs’s sacrosanct 
tintinnabulation and adopt instead deep, grind- 
ing tone (though his disciple, Bela Fleck, has 
integrated the bright bluegrass tone with off-the- 
beat melodic phrasing). Trischka’s Robot Plane 
Flies over Arkansas shifts kaleidoscopically, with 
its raucous avalanche improvisational licks 
superimposed over unexpected key changes and 
irregular rhythms. 

Like Trischka’s early albums, Robot Plane bolts 
without warning from the stubbornly mundane 
the disjointed and exhausting for instance, 
“Roberto’s Dream,” striding, purely chromatic 
shuffle, precedes herky-jerky, polyrhythmic 
“Blown Down Wall” that’s played guitarist 
Tony Rice, mandolinist Mike Marshall, and fiddler 
Darol Anger (David Grisman’s West Coast 
cohort). medley original fiddle tunes 
including soaring, Irish-flavored “Doc Wyland’s 
Reel” and the irregular, almost lurching, Scottish- 
style fling “Dede the Highlands” 
interrupted mid-phrase “Corte Madera,” 
manic, folk-festive breakdown. The mood goes 
from hoedown letdown with saccharine 
“John’s Waltz the Miller,” featuring Dede 
Wyland (formerly Grass Food Lodging) 
warbling flower-child lyrics straight-from Dino 
Valente his most unctuous. Robot finale, 
“The Navigator,” begins with twitchy rhythm 
and fine solos Trischka and guitarist Russ 
Barenberg; eventually plunges through 
spectrum trademark Trischka-picking quirks. 

Still, Robot Plane frustrating: with 
penchant for heaping peculiarities his songs 
often slide into meandering esoterics, tangled 
chains garish virtuosity. Melodies don’t con- 
geal, and solos deflect one another. Rice’s guitar 
break “Pour Brel” merely breezes through; 
mock-up classical string quartet (Evan Stover 
violins and viola, Abby Newton cello) 
introduces the title track without tying into the 
body the composition. Also, Robot Plane 
occasionally suffers from the same kind muddy 
production that plagued pet project 
last year, Fiddle Tunes for Banjo (which co- 
starred Keith and Fleck). mandolin 
break “Blown Down Wall” sounds were 
coming from the next song. Tunes like “Purchase 
Grover” and “Sea Shank” capture Trischka his 
frenzied best (he’s the John McLaughlin the five 
string) but the unhummable melodies imbedded 
the superstructure Robot Plane will attract 
only the faithful, the curious, and the adven- 
turous. This not say the celestial 
excursion flight doesn’t deserve full booking.

When Catch Fire, the American 
debut Marley’s band the Wailers, was 
released 1972, was hard imagine 
that pop music’s epicenter was shifting 
rather than simply sending out shock 
waves. Even Island Records was 
pushing the album onto the American 
marketplace, the music was launching 
implicit attack American hegemony. 
These Jamaican invaders 
vocalist/guitarist Marley, 
vocalist/percussionist Bunny Livingston, 
vocalist/rhythm guitarist Peter Mackin- 
tosh, drummer Carlton “Charlie” Barrett, 
bassist Aston “Family Man” Barrett 
thickened and toughened reggae’s cut- 
time beat into more than Caribbean- 
dance delicacy. Still, the Wailers’ pene- 
trating off-rhythms were misguided 
selling point. The songs Catch Fire 
were languid but rejection com- 
placency; the solos were robust, beaming 
with the confidence electric provin- 
cials assailing the city. The piquancy 
the singing (and songwriting) baritone 
Mackintosh and alto Livingston emerged 
only after they became Peter Tosh and 
Bunny Wailer. But Bob Marley cast spells 
from the start. 

Now, two years after his death, Marley 
commands much attention ever. His 
first full-length biography, Timothy 
White’s Catch Fire: The Life Bob 
Marley (Holt, Rinehart, and Winston, 380 
pages, $9.95 paper), has been published, 
several more are the works, docu- 
mentary film his career near 
completion, and interest the man 
riding high. Neither Tosh nor Wailer has 
inherited Marley’s mantle then again, 
one has. But each drawing his 
intimate connections with Marley and 
each symbolizes possible future for 
reggae: for Tosh, the road leads deeper 
into Babylon, American success; for 
Wailer, the trail leads away from 
gates, away from celebrity. 

Marley was born 1945, the 
impoverished village Nine Miles, St. 
Ann, Jamaica. The marriage his 
parents Cedella Booker, 
educated country waif, and Norval 
Marley, British Naval captain 
scandalized their families, and Norval 
soon fled Kingston, abandoning his 
wife and child the care her father, 
Omeriah Malcolm. According Catch 
Fire, Malcolm was the patriarch and 
myalman (white-magic adept) Nine 
his outpourings voodoo 
lore and supernatural fables strongly 
colored the boy’s imagination. The other 
major force life was the 
Jamaican music scene (the prevailing 
styles then were calypso, bluebeat, and 
later ska), and the early ‘60s had 
formed the Wailing Wailers, loose-knit 
vocal group with Livingston and Tosh. 
This group began recording with 
producer Clement Dodd 1963. But 
neither Dodd nor, later, producer Leslie 
Kong could fully organize its 
singing pull the song arrangements 
away from polite ska and aimless 
American doo-wop. 1969, the group 
met with Lee “Scratch” Perry, 
eccentric independent producer who did 
away with the Wailers’ caution, reducing 
the rhythm patterns the stark scraping 
and doomy bass thump that came 
characterize reggae. With hits like “Dup- 
and “Small Axe,” the 
Wailers (Wailing had long been dropped) 
became Jamaican stars. Three years later, 
Chris Blackwell, head 
Island Records, made the Wailers 
distribution/production offer they 
couldn’t refuse and sent them their 
first tour outside Jamaica. The second 
Island album, Burnin’ (1973), was aided 
Eric Clapton’s Top cover Shot 
the clinched Marley’s success. 
And urging, the group was 
renamed Bob Marley and the Wailers. 

Bunny Wailer refused tour cold 
climates. Tosh felt 
squeezed onto the sidelines. truth, 
frontman, and singer, was designed 
for international conquest. Infused with 
his courage, considered 
himself magician capable using 
star system without surrender- 
ing it; trusted Blackwell enough

accepting his advice. And was he, not 
Blackwell, who understood that reggae 
had become not just profitable fad, but 
music that was affecting pop scenes 
from Zaire Japan. Well aware his 
own political prestige, Marley became 
major supporter Michael 
left-wing People’s National Party, which 
gained power Jamaica the 1976 
elections. Although had the aplomb 
jet-setter, his finest songs Axe,” 
“Trenchtown Rock,” “No Woman, 
Cry,” and “Concrete Jungle,” among 
others) dramatized the everyday battles 
and commonplace suffering his Jamai- 
can community. Especially 
formance, Marley strived for trance 
state, his voice arcing into call toward 
indefinable godhead.

Still, it’s one thing describe Marley’s 
future wife, Rita Anderson, physically 
battling with evil voodoo spirit, and 
quite another quote Omeriah’s 
(and others’) unspoken thoughts. Like 
too many accounts pop-culture seers, 
Catch Fire romanticizes 
preternatural beliefs; not important 
whether White thinks the supernatural 
real, but important that Marley made 
use the folk wisdom contained 
supernatural belief. Early on, White 
maintains balance. points out that 


the fireside fables Anancy the 
carried 
over from African lore taught Jamai- 
can children about the self-preserving 
stealth the oppressed: constant 
reminder the rich cultural heritage. 
land where many people possess 
little, personal mystique highly 
valued form social currency.... 
familiar figure about whom precious 
little can discovered powerful 
presence indeed.” But for many 
foreigners who possess too much, fervent 
belief (voodoo) and 
rastafarianism kicky spectator spiri- 
tualism. 

The ongoing deification Marley 
Catch Fire scrapes bottom during 
passage which the frustrated young 
man throws newspaper nanny goat 
that vexes him; minutes later the animal 
runs amok and killed. This simply 
prophet mongering. That the young 
Marley was captivated the righteous 
violence and the imposed squalor 
Kingston’s Trench Town (he refused 
opportunities emigrate with his moth- 
America) more significant than 
his ability cast the evil eye his 

~enemies. Likewise, gains our sym- 
pathy and respect his later career more 
for outmaneuvering the revolt-spouting 
sycophants and charlatans who flocked 
him than for clinging anti-physician 
cant during his terminal cancer. The 
worshipful passages Catch Fire blot 
out Marley’s humanity. Doting him 
wizard saint increases the temptation 
cast fables facts, comingle dreams 
with delusions. clear-eyed dis- 
section rasta the “Riddim 
chapter one the most detailed and 
precise; the dreadlocks’ irrationality 
comes into focus both black magic and 
psychological warfare. However, this 
analysis merely elucidates the values 
rock fans often can’t share and 
intended to. The most striking anecdotes 
Catch Fire reveal tussles 
with the cross-cultural glories opened 
pop. White writes that after Marley 
cut his first single, out Marcus 
Garvey Drive, headed back Trench 
Town clutching two black vinyl platters 
thick gray cardboard sleeves, with two 
ten-pound notes pushed deep into the 
pockets his baggy trousers. Every 
hundred yards so, pulled the 
gleaming platters halfway out their 
sleeves and giggled the afternoon sun 
reflected off the sides. ... was the 
corner First Street and Central Road 
when hit him: didn’t know soul 
who owned phonograph.” 

But legend prevails over logic the 
marketplace. The promotional campaign 
for Catch Fire tied with that 
Marley’s posthumous collection scat- 
tered tracks, Confrontation (Island). 
accident that the original jacket the 
Wailers’ first Lee Perry-produced LP, 
Soul Rebels, featured bare-breasted 
woman wearing combat fatigues and 
toting machine gun, whereas the cover 
Marley Saint George slaying the 
dragon Babylon. The earlier image was 
malarkey wrapped around crude but 
colossal anger and lust. 
iconography majesty draped over 
noble but inert remains 
Contrary White’s argument Catch 
Fire, much work after Exodus 
(1976) loses momentum gains 
ambition. started writing songs like 
savior. Without question, the arrange- 
ments and the sentiments “Buffalo 
Soldier” and “Blackman Redemption” 
are more worldly and easily digested 
than, say, Face.” But Confron- 
tation (and his final studio albums, 
Survival and Uprising) Marley has lost 
interest mere sweaty sex romps (like 
“Midnight and rude-boy snarls 
different order erudition work 
Confrontation: Marley had learned 
stage his assaults for the eyes the 
world. The album confirms the delicacy 
and intelligence Marley’s solo projects, 
even outtakes, but like White’s Catch 
Fire tends slight the sacrifices 
translating native tongue into 
international language.

“Destroy Babylon.” This song 
begins: “Ms.

Ocasek’s technical prowess 
bolsters the band’s trademarks;

the blur with jolting shifts, sud- 
den stops, and mordant Dr. Know 
solos.

But Julie ends learning that 
there’s more life than shop- 
ping sprees the Galeria. She 
discovers that the most impor- 
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tant thing about guy is, like, 
inside him. 

not what call 
awesome message, but Coolidge, 
whose background 
documentaries, has crammed 
wealth up-to-the-minute detail 
into her hoky story. This 
movie which teenage girls 
serve sushi their parties, 
which guy escorts his date 
the prom chauffeured limo, 
parents (Frederic Forrest and Col- 
leen Camp) are aging hippies 
who run health-food restau- 


rant. All this might grow weary- 


ingly sitcom-ish, though, were 
there not character with heart 
holding together: Nicolas 
Cage’s Randy, the orange-haired 
punk who climbs over the social 
boundaries for the cause true 
love.

Well, dialogue obviously isn’t the 
film’s strong point. Still, punk 
aficionados, with their carefully 
honed scruffy looks and diehard 
commitment not “selling out,” 
can irritatingly moralistic, and 
the film’s most telling observa- 
tion that the California punks 
and Valley Girls have much more 
common than care 
admit. Polarized their music 
and wardrobe, the two groups are 
nevertheless bound their com- 
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mitment both, and their 
coolness toward all things ro- 
mantic. 

Nothing captures that coolness 
better than the collection 
spangly power-pop tunes that 
plays incessantly 
soundtrack. This movie doesn’t 
need dialogue; the songs (by the 
Psychedelic Furs, Josie Cotton, 
the Plimsouls, and others) all 
the work for you.

But 
Valley Girl didn’t lay the 
cornball message thick, this 
pleasant, mild little comedy 
might linger the memory for 
more than five minutes.

they distrust the turbulent cur- 
rents fashion still more 
often their work dignifies trends 
rather than starting any. 
course, there’s overwhelming 
difference with Wailer he’s not 
star. 

Yes, also confirmed 
interloper Western culture, but 
unlike his childhood pal, Marley 
(or Tosh, for that matter), 
refuses capitalize his mys- 
terious aura.

Gadgets and modifications suit riders’ needs

years, motorcyclists have been 
modifying their cycles, with mixed 

results, trying make the bikes fit 
their personal whims 
needs. the same time, market re- 
searchers, designers, and engineers have 
spent many hours trying anticipate the 
desires riders and keep the bikes 
line with modern technological changes. 
Some these changes are true advances 
motorcycle design; others are trickle- 
down improvements from cars; few are 
shiny things intended simply amuse 
you. Several changes make bikes easier 
maintain; some make them handle 
better. Others make them safer deter 
theft. general, all will increase the 
purchase price. Your option choices may 
vary depending how you ride. 

Tubeless tires. old improvement 
automobile equipment that fairly 
new, and certainly not universal, 
motorcycles the tubeless tire. Although 
slightly harder mount and 
dismount from the motorcycle wheel 
job that most sensible people leave 
well-equipped motorcycle shop the 
tubeless tire offers two advantages 
inestimable value: when you run over 
nasty sharp object, even the most 
careful rider sometimes does, the tube- 
less tire retains air far better than tube- 
type tire; and second, tubeless tire can 
plugged emergency get you 
out inconvenient spot, something 
which impossible with tube. Al- 
though brave, self-reliant Australians 
the sort who know how open beer 
bottles with their teeth sometimes carry 
pocket vulcanizing kits complete with 
matches for the repair tubes, for most 
homo americanus domesticus, simple 
tubeless tire plug much preferred 
item handle. And finally, since tube- 
less tires, when punctured, deflate slower 
than tubes, tubeless tires allow biker 
slow down controlled stop when 
confronted with blowout high 
speeds. 

Electronic ignition. This bit tech- 
nology has been common cars for 
number years, and fact, standard 
many models. Now, becoming 
increasingly available motorcycles. 
Electronic ignition offers several very 
attractive advantages over the traditional 
system. You never have adjust 


change the points, because there 
any. Engine performance consistent 
and superior because the timing pre- 
set and unvarying. That’s because the 
solid-state component that controls the 
process doesn’t wear the way points do. 
Fuel economy and emissions control are 
improved well, for the same reason. 
There one catch this rosy picture 
(otherwise wouldn’t this sound like 
triumph over Original Sin?): the rather 
infrequent instances when the system 
fails, the failure usually total one,

requiring replacement the control 
mechanism. That can quite inconve- 
nient and expensive. When the device 
works, however, which almost always 
does, lovely thing. 

Shock absorbers. Shock absorbers 
account for large part the new 
developments bike design. Some 
the recently available options are imita- 
tions what has long been used 
racing cars. Some were developed for off- 
road riding. All offer some improve- 
ments over the standard springs that 


have been used motorcycles for many 
years. 

Air shocks. Did you ever notice how 
soft air is? (Readers Bayonne, New 
Jersey, and Gary, Indiana, will take this 
faith.) such, makes wonderful 
filler for shock absorbers. You get 
smooth ride, and the chance make 
extremely subtle adjustments that 
smooth ride. subtle, fact, that some 
riders will find difficult match left- 
and right-side shocks. you can ad- 
minister very subtle doses air (within 
few pounds per square inch), however, 
you can achieve just about any degree 
hardness (or softness) you will ever need. 

Air-shock equalizers. Air shocks in- 
itially had some special problems, mainly 
associated with balancing the two sides 
with equal amounts air. Many riders 
found that task bit too tricky. (One 
British critic was moved comment that 
riding air shocks was rather like riding 
hippo springs.) Fortunately, the 
engineers confronted this flaw and in- 
vented air-shock equalizers. They dis- 
tribute the air pressure evenly for you. 
All you have put the air in. 

Monoshocks. This fine example 
advance that peculiar motor- 
cycles, taking advantage their simplici- 
and size. The monoshock replaces 
pair shocks with single, centrally 
located shock. That eliminates the an- 
noyance mismatched load settings. (It 
would not have your bike listing 
one side you turned corner.) also 
makes your bike lighter. And remov- 
ing the shocks from their usual position 
either side the rear wheel, the 
designers have made much easier 
remove the wheel itself. 

Sealed gas shocks. the name 
implies, these come sealed units. They 
also offer dampening characteristics su- 
perior ordinary shocks. Although you 
don’t get the fun filling them with air, 
neither you run the risk screwing 
them with too much air. These well 
the traditional shocks offer three 
different pre-settings and five levels 
adjustment the outside. rare 
rider who find the right setting 
among the permutations. 

Self-canceling turn indicators. This 
small convenience that might con- 
ceivably help put end the Massa- 
chusetts tradition conserving blinkers 
never using them. (It hasn’t worked 
miracle cars, but maybe cyclists can 
trend setters.) One the cleverer de- 
signs will not shut off until the bike has 
travelled specified distance. Thus the 
signals not suddenly expire while you 
are waiting for the light change

But, brotherly these clubs 
may be, some bikers find them exclusive 
and even elitist. “You have know 
someone get in,” comments one 
Suzuki rider. The observation that bike 
clubs are discriminating their choice 
members echoed editorial reply 
one Iron Horse inquiry about 
joining bike club: “You don’t ask 
invited.” Chances are you 
find your connection the Social 
Register. 

These hard-core bikers are not just 
caricature preserved the pages 
Horse.

Though such clubs still exist, they keep 
much lower profile than they did 
years ago, least cities like Boston. 
According the Boston Police, this 
withdrawal into the background the 
American urban scene can credited 
some firm prodding the long arm 
the law. Says Jim Ellsworth the Boston 
chapter the Blue Knights motorcycle 
club made law-enforcement per- 
sonnel), stereotypically troublesome 
biker clubs are dwindling because 
“stricter enforcement licensing and 
regulations all over the country.” One 
local club member agrees. just say 
that when come us, the police seem 
their jobs little better.” 

Indeed, Ellsworth asserts that Boston- 
area groups like the Disciples and 
the Trampers are nearly extinct; how- 
ever, those the know disagree. 
around,” one independent 
biker notes, they don’t stand out too 
much. The clubs don’t hang out 
particular bars anything. They just 
party each houses and 
runs Moose, member the 
local Red Emeralds club, explains: 
don’t have anything guilty about, 
but the more attention you attract, the 
more you ask for trouble. People don’t 
like the looks is.”

When asked about the 
difference between clubs like his and 
gangs, Moose replies, what people 
think the difference. Nobody really 
thinks themselves gang. you 
ever notice the patches club bikers’ 
jackets, they usually say ‘MC’ under the 
name.

The Blue Knights are not 
interested Jimi Hendrix and beards 
they are appearing parades and 
doing benefit exhibitions for Toys for 
Tots. Not unlike bowling league 
softball team, the Blue Knights consider 
riding together social activity, and 
every Tuesday night. “And just riding 
around,” says Ellsworth. “we show 


people that not all motorcyclists are scary 
and dangerous.” 

When asked about the attraction 
biking over more conventional leisure 
activities, Ellsworth says, “It’s the free 
feeling, the wind-in-the-hair.” And 
though the wind probably doesn’t whip 
through regulation haircut 
might through Mooses’s, the appeal 
biking the same. “Possibly,” Ellsworth 
admits, “there’s some macho thing it.” 

There long list other motorcycle 
clubs and associations, which, like 
the Blue Knights, identify very little with 
the down-and-dirty image that comes 
mind the mention “bike clubs.”

guide shopping for second-hand bike

xcellent condition.” 
new.” “In perfect shape.” 
beaut.” “Mint.” “Very good 
Scanning the used-motorcycle- 
for-sale classified ads can mire you 
swamp superlatives, and that makes 
buying secondhand bike risky 
proposition. Even the owners 
trying tell you the bike was driven 
little old lady and then only once 
year, during the Belgian Grand Prix 
the ads would have you think the 
machines had been wrapped cotton 
since the day they rolled out the 
showroom. Now, some them un- 
doubtedly are mint condition, but 
others are lemons and the aim 
make sure you don’t get stuck. Since 
little knowledge before you buy can 
mean the difference between riding 
the bike railing after the check has 
passed hands, it’s best know what 
look for and what look out for. 

course, right off the bat that means 
not trusting the ads. just like 
cocaine dealers,” says the ever-quotable 
Gordon Workman, service manager 
Honda Boston. “Have you ever met 
cocaine dealer who said, have some 
pretty decent stuff. It’s not the best the 
world, but does what it’s supposed 
do’? Everybody always says, ‘Oh 
grand, it’s pure, it’s the most wonderful 

when buying secondhand bike, 
what should you do? little detective 
work, that’s what. Look for telltale signs 
that what the bike really ready for 
not new owner, but rather the great 
road rally the sky. Has the tank been 
repainted? Are the fenders twisted 
badly out line? Are there noticeable 
dents, places where dents have been 
pounded out? Any all these could 
indications that the machine has been 
accident. Not that every bike that’s 
been dumped worthless, course, but 
bad spill can bend forks and twist 
things out alignment such way 
that the ride will never quite the same 
again. Thus, you think the life 
always been the and and 
straight and level, extra sensitive 
potential structural problems when you 
take for test ride. 

Bent front forks are especially good 
indicator past spill. Kneel one side 
the front wheel and “line them 
with your eye,” Workman advises. “If 
you're looking straight on, one should 
block the other out. You can tell it’s 
crooked canted off one side.” 

Absent those hints accident, 
there are number other clues that 
will tell you parts are gone about 
and whether the bike’s been properly 
cared for. motorcycle’s engine 
known “high-performance” engine: 
unlike the average six-cylinder car en- 
gine, tapped for nearly all the power 
can produce. One consequence that 
the engine under somewhat greater 
strain, regular maintenance all the 
more important. upkeep neglected. 
excessive wear and breakdowns result. 
Thus it’s important determine whether 
the owner was diligent about taking care 
his machine. You can always ask, 


course, but expect the same sort 
answer get upon asking the 
cocaine dealer his stuff has been cut. 
Fortunately, there are number clues 
whether the old owner has really been 
assiduous maintains. For in- 
stance, check both brakes. According 
Workman, the foot lever for the back 
brake moves down more than inch 
and half, and the front-brake hand 
lever pulls toward the handlebars 
more than about the same distance, the 
owner probably been adjusting 
the bike the way should. 

While you are testing the brakes, check 
the rear-brake-adjustment device, which 
essentially tension spring around 
threaded coil that’s set into adjust- 
ment catch. the adjustment nut has 
been turned tight that the coils 
the spring are pressing together 
bound,” repair parlance means 
that all the adjustment slack has been 
taken up; that, turn, means the brake 
shoes are worn thin and will soon need 
replacement. 

The next thing check for wear the 
sprocket. the sprocket teeth the 
narrow projections that catch the chain 
are rounded uneven, the sprocket 
will likely have replaced. “The 
other test grab ahold the chain [at 
the back the sprocket] and pull 
Workman says. “If pulls more 
than, oh, say, one quarter inch, it’s 
junk.” The shape and wear the 
sprocket also tell something about the 


way the bike’s been maintained, 


untoward rust and wear sign that the 
chain been lubricated properly. 
And something that fundamental and 
easy has been ignored, can you 
really believe that the owner has attend- 
equally basic but less obvious and 
harder-to-do things, like, say, changing 
the oil periodically? 

No. best check. Unscrew the 
oil-case cap, wipe some oil off your 
fingers, and look and feel the oil: it’s 
black and gooey, with gritty particles 
floating around it, hasn’t been 
changed often should, and that 
can mean the bike had the proper 
lubrication. Since tired oil leads heavy 
wear moving parts, the black spot 
warning sign troubles come. Work- 
man offers further clue: sniff the oil 
well. “If the oil smells like burned 
marshmallows, means the clutch 
about go,” says, explaining that that 
smell results from the clutch plates’ 
slipping against each other and burning. 

Next, test the brake and clutch levers. 
they move hard and jerkily? so, the 
connecting cables are likely worn 
rusted inside their sheaths. 

Some your best clues about the 
inside the engine can come from 
oozing out. the bike leaking 
lot oil around the various seals? 
Particularly important are the cylinder 
fins. Although some older bikes leak 
certain oil from the gaskets 
matter course, lots oil emanating 
from between the fins bad sign. can 
mean that the bike needs new gaskets 
and possibly that it’s losing compression 
and thus speed and performance. Buy 


bike with those warning signs and you 
are buying someone else’s problems. 
You may see dark, gray-black 
silicone-like substance protruding from 
between the cylinder head and the 
casing, from between the various 
other covers and casings. That proba- 
bly sealant, and it’s most likely there 
because the spot leaked oil the past; 
that sealant, Workman says, classic 
sign that someone has been working 
the bike. Which brings another 
question: important whether the 
bike has been maintained the way 
should who has done the work. 
“Ask the guy some questions where 
got serviced. the ubiquitous friend 
‘who knows everything about motor- 
cycles’ helped, leery,” Workman 
advises. are his friend who 
knows everything about motorcycles 
probably works the corner 
People who work cars think they 
know everything about mechanics. 
Sometimes they know lot about cars, 
but they don’t know lot about bikes.” 

Classic clues that hacker has been 
working the bike are rounded bolts, 
which result from taking 
pair pliers, the wrong-size wrench, 
Crescent (adjustable) wrench the nuts. 
All are the hallmark the amateur 
repairman. Besides indicating that the 
bike gotten professional help, 
badly rounded bolt may impossible 
remove, save drilling out. 

the bike passes your stationary 
sleuthing your satisfaction, it’s time 
start and take for spin. Not only 
does that give you the opportunity put 
the bike the ultimate test, but also 
lets you get out away from its owner 
and put through the paces. 

The first thing notice how the 
bike starts. Even has electric start, 
kick over. Does catch the first few 
kicks, are you left cranking away 
you were stomping resilient rattlesnake 
death? “If takes you kicks start 
it, going out breath every 
morning” Workman’s practical con- 
sideration. “And you start and the oil 
light does not shut off, the 
bike.” Why not? “Because means that 
your motor about blow up. has 
oil 

Note the exhaust: does smell like 
burning oil? (Never smelled burning oil? 
basically eau New Jersey Turnpike 
rush hour, but you still need 
sample whiff, unscrew the oil-case cap, 
pull out the dipstick, and drop few 
drops onto the hot pipes.) so, the seals 
gaskets are probably bad and that 
means major repairs. 

Once the road, essentially 
testing two different systems: the actual 
engine and the system that transforms 
the power twirling crankshaft into 
spinning wheels. The transition from 
sitting stationary moving forward 
should smooth; if, after having gotten 
used the bike’s clutch, you still cannot 
get the bike into motion without 
sudden jump jerk the point where 
the clutch starts take, the bike likely 
has clutch problems. 

check the transmission, Workman 


recommends, you should twist the throt- 
tle quickly back and forth while first 
second. The bike will surge with the 
sudden bursts gas, but should stay 
gear. “If hops you out gear, forget 
right away,” Workman says. need 
transmission work.” 

Acceleration should 
steady, and crisp through the gear 
range. the bike bogs down that is, 
any point the engine sinks into sudden 
sluggishness the carburetor probably 
needs adjustment. Or, put more 
graphically, “If you’re whacking 
certain point, and goes 
means the carbs need cleaning,” Work- 
man says. “If cleaned the carbs 
but kind got running, you might 
notice between quarter throttle and 
the other hand, the 
engine seems misfire randomly that 
is, not roughly corresponding spot 
you accelerate through each gear the 
machine likely has some sort electrical 
ignition problems. That could mean 
anything from simple loose nut the 
battery cables, bad plugs points, 
timing problems. any event, you 
should know more about the cause the 
rumblings the belly the beast before 
you buy. The engine should 
redline the lower gears; won’t, the 
machine likely losing compression. 
Although the engine shouldn’t backfire 
while idling, slight popping you de- 
accelerate say, you approach light 
and ease off the gas nothing 
worry about, Workman says. 

Take the bike high speeds, for it’s 
high speeds that defects and worn 
parts first reveal themselves, Does the 
clutch slip highway-cruising speed? 
Does the engine surge, bog, backfire? 
the ride still smooth? the steering 
still clean and responsive? you feel 
confident that you can lean into curves, 
does the bike feel though about 
slide out from under you? Although 
the speed will naturally decline hills, 
the bike shouldn’t misfire under the 
strain climbing; backfiring skipping 
while pulling hill probably simply 
sign bad plugs air filters, out-of- 
adjustment carburetors but could 
something more serious. 

There are couple in-motion tests 
you should apply the brakes. Hard 
application either should lock the 
corresponding wheel, causing the tires 
squeal and the bike skid. (It’s wise not 
this front the local con- 
stabulary, which usually unsym- 
pathetic wheel-squealers, matter 
how good their reasons.) Secondly, 
you press the brake progressively harder, 
the braking smooth and consistent? 
“While using front brakes only, 
pulls the left the right, 
bent,” Workman says.

testing, you still are undecided? Take the 
bike professional, mention your 
concerns, and ask him have look; for

Shopping for bike chore, 
especially with the warm weather urging 
you buy the first one you see just 
you can get the road again. Still, 
little snooping and testing your own, 
and $15 trip your local dealer, can tell 
you now whether the bike really 
worthy the classified-ad superlatives 
heaped upon it.

Ithough today’s motorcycles are 
remarkably similar beasts, such 

always the case. the 
early days cycling, before more 
less standardized frame and form de- 
veloped, two machines looked alike. 
And they resembled today’s sleek two- 
wheeled rockets about much the 
Wright brothers’ biplane resembles 
1983 cruise missile. 

One the earliest and most inter- 
esting models wasn’t really motorcyle 
all; rather, the Cynophére, was 
known, was tricycle with 
mounted between the two oversized 
back wheels. The machine, invented 
France 1875, relied for its power 
two dogs encaged cylindrical tracks, 
much like hamsters’ exercise wheels, that 
were attached the back wheels. The 
dogs trotted their upward-curved 
tracks, which turned the back wheels and 
moved the Cynophére forward. The 
contraption even came couple 
sizes; large, luxury model with wheel- 
drum cages big enough accommodate 
Great Danes fuel, and smaller, econ- 
omy models that relied poodle power. 

The machine had its advantages: for 
one, its owner didn’t have worry about 
exercising his dogs regularly. But, one

might expect, there was longer list 
drawbacks. the driver happened 
cross-country tour, had find 
accommodations that permitted pets, 
which, even back then, wasn’t easy. Its 
speed was inconsistent, depending 
the energy and alacrity the canine 
Sisyphuses, and the machine had 
strange tendency stop fire hydrants, 
and swerve suddenly across traffic 
whenever squirrel happened along. 
The Society for the Protection Animals 
predictably found the concep- 
tion dog’s life particularly devoid 
creature comforts, and, following consid- 
ered protests, production the canine- 
powered tricycle ceased. 

According L.J.K. Setright’s Motor- 
cycling Facts Feats (Guinness, 1979, 
$17.95) and Richard Hough and 
Setright’s History the World’s 
Motorcycles (Harper Row, 1966), the 
development the hobby horse, the 
predecessor the bicycle, was the first 
true step the evolution toward the 
motorcycle. The hobby horse basically 
consisted wooden beam mounted 
atop two iron wheels. The thing had 
crude seat and steering wheel, but that 


_was for accessories. didn’t even have 


any pedals the rider moved the cycle 
pushing his feet across the ground, 
much the way children propel scooter. 
The hobby horse appeared the early 
1800s; mid-century had crank and 
pedals. 

Since the steam engine was the preva- 
lent form motorized power those 
days, was only natural that inventors 
should try fit one hobby horse 
bicycle frame. Among the first 
was the duo W.W. Austin, 
Winthrop, Massachusetts, and Sylvester 
Howard Roper, Roxbury. Their ma- 
chine had two-cylinder steam engine; 
the steam itself came from coal-fired 
boiler, which was situated between the 
wheels. Austin, who took the machine 
the fair-and-circus circuit the east- 
ern United States, reportedly logged 
more than 2200 miles his machine, 
which was supposed have been able 
achieve top speed miles per 
hour. Roper, who probably was most 
responsible for designing the cycle, may 


have been the first motorcycle casualty; 
while demonstrating one his inven- 
tions the Charles River track, Cam- 
bridge, suffered heart attack and 
died. 

The concept steam engines bicy- 
cles had now taken hold Britain, 
America, Germany, and France, but 
was the last three that develop- 
ment proceeded apace. because 
(in historical example that would make 
George Gilder and his band supply- 
siders rub their hands together with 
told-you-so glee) British laws created 
regulatory climate inventors found suf- 
focating. Under the Locomotive Acts 
1861 and 1865, steam-driven vehicles 
were not allowed any faster than 
four miles per hour open roads and 
two miles per hour town; such devices 
had carry least two people, and 
third had walk least yards 
ahead, waving red flag warn pedes- 
trians the speeding ap- 
proach. 

Other countries were more willing 
let the good times roll. the next few 
years, Americans and Frenchmen fitted 
variety engines, mostly steam-pow- 
ered, number different two- 
wheeled and three-wheeled frames. But 


was the development, 1879, 
internal combustion engine that burned 
hydrogen and air that led the 
climacteric trend motorcycle 
propulsion the movement away from 
steam power and toward the modern 
gasoline engine. 1882, Gottlieb Daim- 
ler and Wilhelm Maybach, both 
Germans, came with four-stroke 
internal-combustion engine that burned 
benzine; the 264-cubic-centimeter, air- 
cooled engine was capable generating 
about half horsepower. The inventors 
wanted install the engine full- 
scale horseless carriage, but wasn’t 
powerful enough for such task, they 
frame; this, really, was the ancestor 
motorcycles know them today. 
The machine was not without its prob- 
lems, the most notable being that the 
engine, which lacked the cooling fins all 
today’s air-cooled motorcyles have, 
created tremendous amount heat. 
November, 1885, while Daimler’s son 
was taking the cycle test spin 
about seven and half miles, the seat 
caught fire. 

fell German industrial genius 
begin the full-scale manufacture and 
sale motorcycles. 1892, the 
Hildebrand brothers Munich came 
out with small, two-stroke petrol en- 
gine, and the next year with similar, 
four-stroke engine. They mounted the 
engine frame especially designed 
for this purpose, and called their con- 
traption Motorrad, motorcycle; thus 
the modern term was coined. This cycle, 
capable going about miles hour 
down steep hill with good tail 
wind was manufactured some 
quantity Germany and France. 

Thus far, during the brief span the 
motorcycle era, various inventors had 
mounted various engines various 


places, ranging from over the 


front wheel, inside the rim the front 
wheel, projecting out over the back 
wheel. Indeed, one early cyclist actually 
dragged his engine small trailer that 
was hitched the modified bicycle. All 
that changed 1902, when another team 
brothers, the Werners, set engine

the bottom modified bicycle frame; 
with the Werners’ prototype, one the 
most salient design features the 
modern motorcycle had been settled 
upon, for the engine has remained 
roughly the same spot until this day. 
Henceforth, development would 
matter introducing, refining, and 
enlarging the same structural and me- 
chanical concepts. 

Even with basic design settled upon, 
the general public accepted the motor- 
cyles the time only tad more 
enthusiastically than had the dog- 
powered tricycle some years previously. 
“It extremely doubtful this class 
machine will ever secure the attention 
the public,” one prescient columnist 
wrote around the turn the century. 
Still, was the entrepreneurial age, and 
there were always those willing take 
gamble. America, George Hendee 
decided put motor Indian 
bicycle, and 1901, Indian, the first great 
name American motorcycles, was 
born. The company produced three 
motorcycles 1901; three years later, 
turned out 546. Indian prospered until 
the which time had 
slipped from the lead new develop- 
ments. The last true Indian motorcycle 
was produced 1953, and the company 
and with era died shortly 
thereafter. 

The other great American name, 
course, Harley-Davidson, company 
that took its moniker from its founders, 
William Harley and Arthur Davidson. 
Like Hendee, they originally set out 
put motor pedal cycle. One their 
friends, Ole Evinrude, helped (he would 
later design and build few outboard 
motors well). After few uncertain 
years working out shed barely big 
enough for them and their equipment, 
they settled new frame and design, 
and 1906 they produced some 
machines with engine about the size 
modern 450, midsized bike. 1907 
they incorporated; 1909 the company 
introduced the now-famous twin, with 
one cylinder directly behind the other. 
When America entered World War the 
company produced 20,000 machines for 


the military; those machines were 


early ancestors the big, lumbering 
cycles that would populate 
American roads after the war. 

Harley-Davidson and Indian would 
dominate the American motorcycle scene 
until after the next war, which time 
the Japanese had started enter the 
motorcycle markets. Today Harley- 
Davidson motorcycles still have 
number die-hard devotees, though the 
company enjoys neither the success nor 
the prominence once did. 

With the advent motorcycles came 
the first races, and the start the 
obsession with speed and speed records. 
The first real American motorcycle race 
took place November 1895, just 
outside Chicago; though field 
some 100 “motorcycles” (the cycling 
crowd used the term with 
discrimination that Edwin Newman 
would have thought positively un- 
civilized: any motor-driven contraption, 
regardless how many wheels had, 
was eligible for the contest) entered, 
many them needed more than little 
pit-crew work. Only two the cycles 
responded the appropriate way the 
call “Gentlemen, start your engines,” 
the start the race had 
postponed. Even after frantic mechanics 
fiddled and adjusted, mere six the 
100 motorcycles were able start the 
race. 

Until 1909, little way systematic 


effort was made confirm, even 
record, speed records, and new records 
were born with new braggarts. Nonethe- 
less, the first reliable speed record, 
according Setright, was likely set 
the Englishman W.E. Cook, who 
averaged 75.92 miles per hour over 
kilometer June 16, 1909. Later that 
year, Cook upped his own ante, topping 
miles hour, though that record was 
not officially recognized. Charles Collier, 
also Englishman, set new record 
80.24 miles per hour July 10, 1910, and 
pushed nearly miles per hour 
later that summer. the start World 
War when record-setting gave way 
fighting, the mark stood 93.48 miles 
per hour, speed set Britisher Sidney 
George 1914. After the war, with the 
new developments motorcycle tech- 
nology, speeds soon soared into triple 
figures, and records changed hands 
almost monthly. 1929, the record was 
126.12 miles per hour; 1934, 152.90. 
August, 1956, Wilhelm Herz broke the 
200-mile-per-hour barrier. the 1970s, 
motorcycles that looked more like rock- 
ets were regularly blasting past the 250- 
mile-per-hour mark. Today the record 
stands 318.598 miles per hour, set 
1978 Donald Vesco (who had twice 
before crashed speeds more than 
250 miles per hour), riding “Lightning 
Bolt,” 21-foot-long streamlined cycle, 
powered two Kawasaki KZ1000 
turbocharged engines. 

record-breaking became more and 
more commonplace, 
turned stunts. Most prominent, 
course, Evel Knievel. Knievel did for 
stunt motorcycling what Muhammad Ali 


did for boxing, the essential 


being that while Ali pranced and danced 
his way virtually unscathed through two 
decades boxing, Knievel has had 
nearly every bone his body broken 
least once, and many have been cast 
new parts time and again. made 
almost 200 jumps from the 
the early variously soaring over 
crashing into cars, trucks, houses, shark- 
filled pools, and the like, suffering 433 
broken bones and undergoing nine 
major operations the process. 1970, 
set new world record for number 
cars cleared. But his most famous stunt 
far came September 1974, when 
tried jump the Snake River Canyon 
jet-propelled machine that was really 
more rocket than motorcycle. 
over the canyon, Evel bailed out the 
craft and parachuted down; unfortunate- 
ly, was too late for his backers the 
same, and, after landing without major 
injury, pocketed incredible 
million for his efforts. 

There were later reports that 
next stunt would jump from plane 
(no motorcycle was involved) and 
land haystack; those rumors had 
that would first have his gall bladder 
removed that wouldn’t burst when 
landed; however, whether Knievel 
ever seriously considered such jump 
and whether still has gall bladder 
uncertain. 

well, since Evel once took baseball bat 
writer who had penned less-than- 
flattering account his antics, don’t 
dare venture much comment. But just 
few weeks ago, reports were that even 
the aging daredevil, for whom the sky 
was once the literal limit, was getting that 
anxious feeling his much-battered 
bones: Evel recently counseled his son, 
also stunt jumper, put good 
show for the crowd but not car 
too far.

Sintered metal disc pads. Did 
you ever discover during severe 
rainstorm that your shiny disc 
brakes didn’t work very well? 
That’s because the shiny metal 
surface becomes very slick when 
covered with water. One way 
lessen the effects the water 
drill holes (carefully) the 
disc, avoiding nasty burrs the 
surface. Ambitious riders with 
access machine shops have 
done this for years. Bike manu- 
facturers now too. further 
improvement that some manu- 
facturers have added the sin- 
tered metal disc pad. heating 
the pad bit, and inserting tiny 
bits copper, the surface made 
slightly rough; this roughness 
breaks the film water and 
creates friction against the disc. 
That friction helps the brake grip 
the rain and lets you slow 
down, even stop you wish. 
your tires are good, and the road 
surface properly abrasive, sin- 
tered metal disc pads should

handling. 

Shaft and belt drives. The 
traditional 
mission that uses set 
sprockets and drive chain 
efficient way send power from 
the engine the rear wheel 
bike. However, the system does 
have its limitations. Chain and 
sprockets are apt wear out and 
require replacement more often 
than one would prefer. They 
require frequent lubrication, and 
are noisy enough hinder con- 
versation between riders and 
passengers. the com- 
monly used lubricants attract dirt, 
increasing the wear problem and 
much extra cleaning the back 
end the bike. 

Two improvements, both quite 
old, but recently becoming com- 


monplace, are starting replace 
chains and sprockets. Shaft drive, 
long used large German bikes, 
becoming increasingly avail- 
able smaller, less expensive 
models. Shafts are clean, quiet, 
and durable, but they are also 
heavier and less efficient than 
chains. big, heavy bike, the 
difference weight may not 
seem very significant. The loss 
efficiency will reduce fuel econ- 
omy somewhat well, but that 
reasonable sacrifice for riders 
who prefer the easier mainte- 
nance shaft-driven model. 
numerous small bikes, and 
few big ones well, recently 
available alternative the belt 
drive. cannot claim impartiality 
this score, having done 
last two thousand miles with 
belt drive. find delightful 
improvement the chain. The 
belt very old idea that was 
abandoned decades ago, due 
the lack sufficiently strong 
materials make practical. The 
invention Kevlar, Pont 
fiber that five times stronger 
than steel similar weight, 
made the belt drive practical. The 
Kevlar belt does not need 
lubricated (and therefore does 
not attract dirt), does not stretch 
chain does, weighs far less 
than chain, and much quieter. 
Since does not wear down like 
chain, lasts longer and main- 
tains better level fuel effi- 
ciency than chain, which tarn 
more efficient than 
drive. The belt drive would ap- 
pear have very bright future, 
least with smaller bikes, and 
larger models have started offer- 
successful after sustained use 
the heavier models, has 
many lighter bikes, belt drive 
could become nearly universal. 
Quartz-halogen lights. This 
another hand-me-down from fast 
cars. The extremely bright 
quartz-halogen light, standard 
item Europe, increasingly

The problem with the quartz- 
halogen light similar that 
many technological advances:

Alloy wheels. Here another 
way save weight bike.

Good ol’ boys have cruised the 
Blue Ridge Mountains their 
wicked bad cars the light 
wheels for years. You miss 
tightening your spokes all. 

Proportional braking system. 
This feature offered some 
Italian bikes. The bike allocates 
braking power between the front 
and rear wheels according 
predetermined formula. you 
are prone making nose-dive 
stops, this feature could help- 
ful. 

Digital read-out gauges. 
These are highly amusing, even 
cute. They lend aura the 
space age bike. you find 
difficult away from video 
game for long, they will serve 
substitute while you are the 
road. But you really don’t need 
them. The old clockface-type 
analog meters work fine. the 
other hand, digital meters could 
nifty for impressing your date 
you cruise down Revere Beach 
Boulevard. 

Anti-hotwire system. Several 
advances have been made the 
field anti-theft devices. None 
these foolproof, but each has 
deterrent value against certain 
types would-be thieves. The 
anti-hotwire system cover 
over the electrical parts the 
starting system. Its removal re-

thief the destructive variety, 
who may break the protective 
cover. Still, will probably deter 
some less determined thieves. 

Cable lock provision. Some 
frames are fitted with space 
the tubing that will hold cable 
for cable lock. This helpful, 
cable locks also slow thieves, 
especially the sort thief who 
doesn’t have truck. The frames 
are arranged accept the 
cable and lock easily. couldn’t 
hurt. 

Center stand lock. This also 
inconvenience for the would- 
thief makes the bike 
difficult roll away. word 
caution, however, the absent- 
minded: you might forget that the 
center stand locked, and have 
strange surprise when you push 
the bike forward and doesn’t 
fall into the normal riding posi- 
tion.

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any race, you see guys down,” 
Gagnon says. most likely times are 
the start, when it’s crowded, near 
the finish, when the guys start get 
tired. But you don’t ever fall, not 
going hard enough.” 

Most riders who crash try pull their 
bikes out the way and get back into the 
race right away, but some pileups are 
inevitable. when the required full- 
face helmet, heavy leather boots, and 
padding come handy. Flaggers stand- 
ing each curve jump alert oncoming 
bikes when someone has crashed help 
prevent crashes top crashes. case 
serious injury, however, there 
always ambulance standing the 
track. The NESC requires two am- 
bulances each event, and will not 
allow race start they are both busy. 

takes lot concentration stay 
your bike,” former racer and Cycles 
128 store manager Stephen Fales stresses. 
heat fatigue, dust can get bad 
you see five feet front you, and 
sometimes going miles hour 
and gets scary. But you have take 
calculated risks.” 

Gagnon acknowledges that making 
“millisecond decisions” part the 
challenge motocross. The sport de- 
mands good control crowds, well 
jumps and turns. controlled rider 
can pass slower riders turns and 
jumps that look too narrow for two bikes, 
and can negotiate sand, mud, and loose 
dirt while still maintaining speed. Good 
riders make all look easy. 

The top racers the expert class often 
build such lead that they begin 
overtake the back the pack and begin 
pass them. takes skill, speed, and 
incredible amount stamina. Watching 
experts like Jim Meenan Jo-Jo Keller, 
it’s easy forget that controlling 
motocross bike 
strength and endurance for prolonged 
periods all kinds weather and track 
conditions. Motocross racers claim that 
the sport requires more stamina than any 
sport except soccer. 

Some riders lift weights stay 
shape; and others run. Still, everyone 
agrees that the best training hours 
practice motocross bikes wherever 
and whenever possible. Racers who 
don’t live near track often practice 
the town dump the local sand pit. 
When they are not out practicing, many 
racers are working their bikes get 
them shape for the next weekend 
racing. 

Motocross racing technology field 
its own, with constant innovation 
bikes, parts, and racing gear. Racers can 
make almost endless series modi- 
fications stock bikes boost the 
performance and protect the engine and 
brakes from clogging with water mud.

Motocross racing has also spawned 
specific designs tires, suspension, 
brakes, and engines meet the needs 
pounding course, but the specialized 
bikes demand constant maintenance 
withstand the heavy use.

“They have tremendous appetite for 
them.” certain extent, racers base 
their maintenance schedule 
financial situation the accessibility for 
the needed parts.

Every motocross race colorful, 
moving advertising display for stores and 
manufacturers, but the sponsored riders 
are the exception, rather than the rule.
